EXPERIENCE AND VIEWS. 



:By the request of dear friends I have consented to 
jj (rive a brief sketch of my experience and views, with 
the hope thai il will cheer and 'strengthen the hum- 
ble, trusting children of the Lord. 

At the aire of eleven yean* I was converted, and 
when twelve years old was bapti'/.ed, nnd joined the 
• Methodist Church. At the age of thirteen I heard 
l3ro, Miller deliver his second course of lectures in 
Portland, Me. I then felt that 1 was not holy, not 
ready to sec Jesus. And when the invitation Was 
given for church members and sinners to come for* 
ward for prayers, I embraced the first opportunity, 
for I knew that I must hove a great work done for 
me to fit me for Heaven. My sou! was thirsting for 
full and free salvation, but knew not how to obtain it. 

In 1812 I constantly attended the Second Advent 
meetings in Portland, Me., and fully believed the 
Lord wa=; coming. 1 was hungering and thirsting 
for full salvation, and an entire conformity to the 
will of God. Day and night I was struggling to ob- 
tain this priceless treasure, that all the riehes of 
earth could not purchase* As I was bowed before 
Gbd praying for this blessing the duty to go and 
pray in a public prayer-meeting was presented be* 
fore me. I had never prayed vocally in meeting 
find drew back from the duty, fearing that if I should 
attempt to pray I should be confounded. Every 
time I went Before the Lord in secret prayer this un* 
fulfilled duty presented itself, until I ceased to pray, 
and settled down in a melancholy state, and finally 
in deep despair. 

In this state, of mind I remained for three wcelov 
with not one ray of light to pierce the thick clouds of/ 



-darkness around tnc. I then had two dreams which 
gave mc n faint my of I itrlif find hope. After that I 
opened my mind to my devoted mother. She told 
me that I was not Lost, and advised rrtc to go and pee 
Brdi Stockman, who then preached to the Advent 
people in Portland. I had great confidence in him, 
for he wa: a devoted and beloved servant of Christ 
His words affected mc and led trie) to (lope. L re- 
turned home, and again went before the Lord, and 
promised that. 1 would do and suffer rtny thjflg if I 
could have (ho smiles of Jesus. The same duty was 
presented. There was to bo a prayer meeting that 
evening which I attended, and when others knelt to 
pray I bowed with them trembling} arid* after two or 
throe had prayed, I opened my month in prayer be- 
fore t.^Wae aware ol it, and the promises of (Jail 
looked to me like so many precious pearls that were 
to be received by only asking for them. As I pray- 
ed the burden and agony of bouI that I had so long 
felt left me, and the blessing of God came upon me 
like the gentle dew, and I gavtJ glory to God for 
what 1 felt., hut, I forigdd for more. I could not be 
satisfied till I was filled with the fullness of God. In- 
expressible love for Jesus filled my soul. Wave aP 
tcr wave of glory rolled over me until my body grew 
stiff. Everything was ghut out from me hut Jesus 
and gToryj and 1 knew nothing of what was passing* 
around mo. 

I remained in this state of body and mind a long 
time, and when I realized what was around me, ev- 
erything Bcemed'cTiarigcd- Every thing looked glo- 
rious and new, as if smiling and praising God. I 
was then willing to confess Jesus everywTier& For 
six months not a cloud of darkness passed over my 
mind. My soul was daily drinking richfdraughts of 
salvation. 1 thought that those who loved Jesus 
would love his coming, so went to the ^lass-meeting 
and told them what Jesus had done for me, and what 
a fullness I enjoyed through believing that the Lord 
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was coming. The class loader interrupted me sny-

glorj to Methodism, when it was Christ and the hope 
of In soon coining that had made the free. 

My pipicr's family were most ail full believers in 
the Advent, and for bearing testimony to this glori- 
ous doctrine, seven of us were at one time cast out of 
tin- Methodist Church. At thin time the words of the 
Prophet were exceedingly precious to us*. 

• Your brethren that han d you, that cast yon out 
for my name's sake, said, Let the Lord be glorified ; 
but he shall appear to your joy, and they shall be 
ashamed*" [sa. bevi, 5. 

From this time, up to December. 18 U, my joys, 
ti n! • and disappointments were like those ot my 
deai Advent friends around me. At this time I vis- 
ited oar of onr Advent sisters, and in the morning 
we bowed around the family attar. It was not an 
exeiteing occasion, and there were but five of ns pro- 
si nt, ;ill females. While praying the power of rind 
( oine upon me as I never had felt it before, and I 
was wrapt nn in a vision Of God's "lory, and scCmed 
to l>e rising higher and higher from the earth, and 
hown something oF the travels of the Advent 
feopJc to the Holy City, as will be seen in the vision 
tefeafieh 

After I came out of vision every thing . looked 
changed, a gloom was spread over all that I beheld. 
I >. hoW dark this world looked to me. I wept when 
I found myself here, and felt homesick. 1 had seen 
a bettef world, and it had spoiled this for me. 1 told 
the view to our little band in Portland, who then 
fully believed it to he of God. It was a powerful 
time, The solemnity of eternity rested upon us. 
About oi:e. week after this the Lord gave, me anotli- 
< r > iew, and shewed mc the trials 1 must pass through^ , 
and thai I must go and relate toothers what he had 
revealed to mc, and that I should meet with great 
npno in'on, and suffer anguish of spirit by going. 



Hut said the angel " The grace of God is sufficient 
for yon : he will Hole! you up." 

After I came out of this vision I was exceedingly 
troubled. My health wan very poor, and I was but 
seventeen years old. I knew that many had fallen 
through exaltation, and I knew that if I in any way 
became exalted tnat God would leave rue, and I 
should Purely be lost. I went to the Lord in prayer 
and begged him to lay the burden on some one else. 
It seemed to mo that 1 could not bear it. I lay upon 
my face a long time, and all the light I could get wad 
" Make known to others what I have revealed to vou." 

In my next vision I earnestly begged of the Lord, 
that if I must go artd refnte what, he had shown me, 
to keep me from exaltation. Then he shewed me 
that my prayer was answered, and if I nhoutd be' 
in daiiger of exaltation ltifl hand should be laid upon 
mo, and I should be afflicted with sickness. Said 
the angel) If you deliver the messages faithfully, and 
endure unto the end, you nhall eat of the fruit of the 
tree of lite, and drink of the water of the river of life. 

£oon it was reported nil around that the vision* 
wjore the result of rnesmei ism, and many Adrent 
were ready to believe, and circulate the report. A 
physician, who was a celebrated jncsm*crizci\ tolJ 
me thai my views were mesmerism, and that 1 was 
a very easy subject, and that he could mesmerize me 
and give mc a vision. I told Kim thai the Lord had 
shown me in vision that mesmerism was from the 
Devil, from the bottomless pit, und that it would 
goon go then 1 , with those who continued to use it. 1 
then gave him liberty lo mesmerize me if he could, 
fie tried for more than half fiffhduY, HegOrtifig to dif- 
ferent oper t lions, and then gave il up. IW laith in 
God 1 was able to resist his influence, so mat it did 
not affect me m the least. 

If I had a vision in meeting many would say that 
it was excitement, and that some one mesmerized 
me. VThen I .would go away alone in the wood*. 



where no eye could see, or ear hear but God's, and 
pray to him, and he would sometimes give me a vis- 
ion there. I then rejoiced, and told them what God 
had revealed to me alone, where no mortal could in- 
fluence' me. But I was told by some that I mesmer- 
ized myself. O, thought I, has it come to this that 
those wlto honestly go to God alone to plead hi* 
promises, and to claim his salvation, are to be char- 
ged with being under the foul and soul-damning in- 
fluence of mesmerism ? Do we ask our kind Fath- 
er in Heaven for " bread," only to receive a " sfone ; " 
or a " scorpion?" These things wounded my spirit, 
and wrung my soul in keen anguish, well nign to 
despair, while many would hove me believe that 
there was no Holy Ghost, and that allthc.exerciscs 
that holy men of God have experienced were only 
mesmerism, or the deceptions of Satan. 

At this time there was fanaticism in Maine, Some 
refrained wholly from labor, and disfellowshipped 
all those who would not receive their views on this 
point and some other things which they held to be 
religious duties. God revealed these errors tome 
in vision, and sent mc to his erring children to de- 
clare them ; but many of them wholly rejected the 
message, and charged me with conforming to the 
world. On the other hand, the Nominal Advcntists 
charged me with fanaticism, and I was falsely, and 
by some wickedly represented as being the leaner of / 
<hc fanaticism that I was actually laboring. to do V ^ 
away. Dilfercnt times were repeatedly set for the v 
Lord to come, and were urged upon the brethren. — J 
But the Lord shewed me thai they would alt pass 
By, for the time of trouble must come before the 
coming of Christ and that every time that was set, and 
passed by, would only weaken the faith of Uod'i ^ 
people. For this I was charged with being. with the 
evil servant, that said. in his heart, "My Lord de- 
layeth lua coming." 

All these things weighed heavily upon my spirits, 
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and in the. confusion I was sometimes tempted to 
doubt my own experience. And while at family 
prayers one morning, the power of God began to rest 
upon rrte, and the thought rushed into my mind 
that it was mesmerism, and! resisted it Immedi- 
ateTyl was struck dumb, and for a few moments was 
lost to everything around me. 1 then saw my sin in 
doubting the power of tSrOaJ and that for eo doing I 
was shuck dumb, and that my tongue should be 
loosed in less than twenty-four hours. A card. war-, 
held up before me, on winch was written in £oId jet- 
feflft Uio Qiaptei Shd verae of fifty texts of Scripture*. 
After I came out of vision, I beckoned tor the 
plate, and wrote upon it that I was dumb, also what 
I had seen, and that I wished the large Bible. 1 took 
the Bible and readily turned to all the texts that 1 
had seen upon the card. I was unable to speak all 
day. Early the next morning my soul was filled 
with joy, and my tongue was loosed to phout the 
High praises of God. Alter that I dared not doubt, 
or for a moment resist the power of God, however 
others might think of mo. 
f In t84o, while at Kairhavcn, Mas.*., my Blister, 
(who usually accompanied mo at that time) si ter 
A. and brother G. and myself started in a sail boat 
to vi^it a family on West's Island*. It was almost 
night when we started. We had gone but a 
short distance when a sudden storm arose, ft thun- 
dered and lightened and the ram came in torrent i 
upon us. It seemed plain that we must be lost, 
, unless Qod should deliver. 

I knelt down in the boat, and began to cry to God] 
( to deliver us. And there upon the tossing billows,* 
vhile the water washed over the top of the boat up- 
eflf/6tl us, 'the rain descended as I never saw it before, 
the lightnings Hashed and the thunders rolled, 1 was 
| taken off in vision, and saw that soone r would ev- 
lery drop of water in the ocean be dried up than we - 
should perish, for I gnjv that my work had but $n#i 
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begun. After I came* Out of the vision all my (ears i 
were gone, arid we Bung and praised God, and oilri

But I ask, what chance was there for mczj 
meric operations in such a time as that? rflft 

Bro. (J. had more than he could well attend to, 
to manage the boat, lie tried to anchor, but the, 
anchor dragged. Our little boat was tossed upon 
the waves, and driven by the wind, while it was so 
dark that we could not Bee from one end of the boat 

l<) the Oilier. 

Soon the bncbor held, and Bro. G. called for help. 
There were but two houses on the island, and it 
proved thai we were nealr one of them, but not the 
one w here we wi le d o> oo. All the family had 
retired to re I < ccept a little child, who providen- 
tially heard the call for help upon the water. Her 
fathei poon came fo our relief, and in a small boat, 
took ns to the shore. We spent the most of that 
night in thanksgiving and praise to God. for his won- 
derful goodness unto us.

thru) o ul so far. "The light behind them went out 
leaving their feet hi perfect darkness, and they stum- 
bled and got their eyes off the mark, and lost sight of 
Jesus, and fell off the path down in the dart and 
wicked world below. Boon we heard the voire of 
God like many waters,' which gave us the day and 
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hour of Jesus' coming. The living saints, J 14,000, in 
number, knevv and understood the voice, while the 
wicked thought it was thunder and an em thquake.

He gaged on the grayee 61 the 
sleeping saints, then raided his eyes and hands to 
heaven and cried, Awake! Awake! Awake! ye ' J 
thai sleep in the dust and arise. Then there was a 
mighty earthquake. The graves opened, and the 
dead came up clothed with Immortality The 1 14,' 

500 shouted, Hallelujah! as they recognized their ! 
friends who had heen torn from them by deaths and 
in the same moment we were changed and caught 
up together with them to meet the Lord in the «ir. 
We all entered the cloud together, and were seven 
days ascending Id the eea 6f gpass, when .lesus 
brought along the crowns and with his own right 
hand placed them on our heads.

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This temple was supported by seven pillars, all of 
transparent gold, set with pearls most glorious. The 
glorious things 1 saw there,, I cannot describe. Oh, 
that I could talk In the language of Canaan, then 
could I tell a little of the glory of the better world, 
I saw there tables of ptone in which the names of the 
144,000 were engraved in letters of gold. After we 
beheld the glory Of the temple, we went out, and 
Jesus left us, and went to the City. Soon we heard 
luV lovely voice again, saying, " Come, my people, 
you have come out of great tribulation, and done my 
will; suffered forme; come in to supper, for I will 
g}rd myself] and serve you." We shouted Alleluia, 
glory, and entered into the City. And I saw a 
table of pure silver, it was many miles in length, yet 
our eyes could extend over it. 1 saw the fruit ot the 
tree of life, the manna, almonds, figs, pomegranates^ 
grapes, and many other kinds of fruit. 1 asked Jesus 
to let me eat of the fruit. He said,- Not now. Those 
who eat of the fruit of this rand, go back to earth no 
more. But in a little while, if faithful, you shall both 
eat of the fruit of the tree of life, and drink of the 
water of the fountain. And he said, You mtist go- 
back to the earth again, and relate to others what f ' 
have revealed to you. Then an angel bore me gen- 
tly down to this dark world. Sometime* I think I 
can stay here no longer, all things of enrth look 
so dreary. 1 feel very lonely here, for I have seen a 
better land. Oh, that I had wings like a dove, then 
would I fly away and be at rest. 

The Lord gave me the following view in 1847 f 
while at Topsham, Me. The brethren were assem- 
bled on the Sabbath. 

We felt an unusual spirit of prayer. And as wc 
prayed, the Holy Ghost fell upon us. We were very 
bftppjf* (36on 1 was lost to earthly things, and was 
wrapped up in a vision of God's gl<5ry.< I saw an an-

And I eaw that if God had changed tho Sabbath, 
from the seventh to the first day, he would have 
changed the writing ol the Sabbath commandment, 
written on the tables of stone, which arc now in the 
ark. in the Most Holy Place of the Temple in heaven ; 
and it would read thus E The first day is the Sabbath 
of the Lord thy God. But I saw that it read the 
same as when written on the tables of stone by the 
finger of God, and delivered to Moses in Sinai, " But 
the seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God." 
*I saw that the Holy Sabbath is, and will be, the sep- 
arating wall between the true Israel of God and un- 
believers; and that the Sabbath is the great question, 
to unite the hearts of God's dear Waiting saints. 
> I saw that God had children, who do not see and 
J keep the Sabbath. They had not rejected the lighl 
'emit. And at the commencement of the time of 
.trouble, we were filled with, the Holy Ghost as we 
f wShl forth and proclaimed the Sabbath more fully. 
This enraged the churches, and nominal AdventistSjj 
as they could not refute, the Sabbath truth. And at 
; this time God's chosen all saw clearly that we had 
the truth, and they came out and endured the perse- 
cution with us. And I saw the sword, famine, pes- 
tilence and great confusion in the land. The wicked 
v thought that we had brought the judgments down 
on them. They rose up and took counsel to rid the 
earth of us, thinking that then the evil would be" 
stayed. 

In tho time of trouble, we all fled from the cities 
and villages, but were pursued by the wicked, who 
entered the houses of the saints with dAfe^word. 
They raised the sword to kill us, but it hro^P^d fell 
as powerless as a straw. Then we all cried day and 
night for deliverance, and the cry came up before 
« God. The 6un came up, and the mooti stood r stilL 
The streams ceased to flow. Dark heavy clouds 
came lift and clashed against each other. Hut there 
was one clear place of settled glory, from whetoee 
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came 1 lie voice of God like many waters, which shook 
the heavens, and the earth. The sky opened and 
shut} and was in commotion. The mountains shook 
like cl reed in the wind ? and cast out ragged rocks all 
around. The sea boiled like a pot, and cast out 
stones upon the land. And as God spake the day 
ggp and hour of Jesus' coming, and delivered the ever- 
lasting covenant to his people, he spake one sentence, 
and then paused, while the words were rolling through 
the earth. -Iftie Israel of God stood with their eyes 
fixed upwards, listening to the words as they came* 
from the mouth of Jehovah, and rolled through tho 
earth like peals of loudest thunder. It was awfully 
solemn. .At the end of every sentence, ihe saints 
shouted, Glory 1 Hallelujah! Their countenances 
were lighted up with the glory of God ; and they 
shone with the glory as Moses' face did when he 
came down from Sinai. The wicked could not look 
on them for the glory. And when the never-ending 
blessing was pronounced on those who had honored 
God, iiTkeepirig his Sabbath holy, there was a mighty 
shout of victory over the Beast, and over his Image. 

Then commenced the jubilee,.when the land should 
test I saw the pious Biave rise in triumph and vic- 
tory. -and shake oil the chains that hound him, while 
his wicked master was in confusion, and knew not 
What to do ) for the wicked could not understand the 
words of the voice of God. Soon appeared the great 
white cloud! Ie looked more lovely than ever before. 
On it sat the- Son of Man. At first we did not see 
Jesus on the cloud, but as it drew near the earthj.wo 
could hjJ^ld his lovely person. This cloud\ when it 
first dpffrcd, was the Sign of the Son of Mart in 
heaven. The voice of the Son of God called forth 
the sleeping saints, clothed with a glorious immor- 
tality. The living saints were changed in a moment, 
and were caught up with them in the cloudy chariot. 
It looked all over glorious as it rolled upwards. On 
either side of the chariot were wings, and beneath it 
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wheels. And as the chariot rolled upwards, the 
wheels cried Holy, and the wings, ns they movci 
cried Holy, and the retinue of Holy Angels around 
the cloud cried Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God Almigh- 
ty. And the saints in the cloud cried. Glory, Alle- 
. luia. And the. chariot rolled upwards to the Holy • 
City. Jesus threw open tlie gates of the Golden 
City, and ted us in. Here we were made welcome, 
for we had kept the " Commandments of God," ani 
had a " right to the tree of life."

the time to judge the dead, were separate events, one 
following tfie other. I saw that Michael had not 
stood up, and that the time of trouhle, puch$i.ncv$r 
was, had not yet commenced.

fevcn last plagued These plagues enraged the 
wicked against the righteous, and they thought that .

A decree went forth to slay the saints, which 
caused them to cry day nnd night for deli vera rice. 
This whs the time of 'Jacob V trouble. Then nil the 
saints cried out with anguish of spirit, and were de- 
livered by the voice of God, Then the 144,000 tri- 
umphed.. Their faces were lighted up with the glory 

- of God 1 . Then I was shown a company who were 
howling in agony. On their garments was written 
in large characters, " Thou art weighed fn the bal- 
ance, and found wanting." I asked who this company 
were;! The angel said; <( These- are they who nave 

r once' kept the* Sabbath and have given it up." I 
heard them cry with a loud voice, "Wc have believed 
in thy* coming, and taught it with energy." And 
while they were speaking, their eyes would fall upon 
their garments and see the- writing, and then they 
would wail albucL I sawrtftat thejr had drunk of the 
deep waters, and fouled the residue with their feet — 
tnxfdcn. the Sabbath under foot, and that is why they 
were weighed* in the balhnce and found wanting. ifl 
Then tny attending angel directed me to the City 
again, where I saw four angels winging their way to 
the gate of the City, and were just presenting the 
golden card to the angel at the gate.

Sabbath afternoon one of our numbed was sick,

. I *a w (four angels who had a work to do on the 
tjarth, and were on their way to accomplish it. Jesut 
was clothed with priestly garments. He gazed in 
pity on the Temnant, then raised lus hands upward, 
and with a voice of deep pity cried, " Mu blood. Far 
ther, mxj blood, my bloody my blood." Then I saw 
an exceeding bright light come from Ood, who sat 
upon the great white throne, and was ahed all about 
Jesus. Then I saw an angel with a commission 
from Jesus, swiftly flying to the four angels who had 
a work to do on the earth, and waving something up 
and down in his hand, and crying with a loud voice. 

II Hold l hold! hold! hold! until the servants of God 
arc sealed in their foreheads." 1 n^ked my accom- 
panying angel the meaning of what 1 heard, and 
what the four angels were about to do. He said to 
me that it wa3 God that restrained the powers, and 
that he gave his angels charge .over things on the 
earth, and that the. four angefe had power from God 
to hold the four winds, and that fhey were about to 
let them go, and while their hands were loosening, 
and the four winds were about to blow, the merciful 
eye of Jesus ga*ed -on the remnant tliat were not 
sealed, then he raised his hands to the Father and 
plead with him that he had spilled his blood for 
them. Then another angel was oemrmssioned to fly 
Swiftly to the four angels, ind"bid them hold, untit 
die servants of God were sealed with the seal of the 
living God in their foreheads.

Shaking of the powers of Heaven. # 

Dec. 16, 184$, the Lord gave me a view of the 
shaking of the powers of the heavens. I saw that 
when the Lord said ic heaven" (in giving the signs 
recorded by Matthew, Mark and Lake,) he meant 
heaven, and when he said " earth" he meant eartfc- 
The powers of heaven ore the Sun, Moon and Stars'. 
They rule in the heavens. The powers of earth are? 



those who bear . role* on the earth; The powers of 
*hcaven will be shaken at the voice of God, Then 
the Sun, Moon and Stars will be moved out of their 
places. They will not pass away, but bo shaken by 
the voice of God. 

Dark, heavy clouds enme up, and clashed against 
each other. The atmosphere parted and rolled back, 
then we could look up through the open space in 
Orion, from whence came the voice of God. The 
Holy City will come down through that open space, 
I saw that the powers of earth are now being shaken, 
and that events come in order; War, and rumors 
of war, sword, famine, and pestilence, are first to 
shako the powers of earth, then the voice of God will 
shake the Sun, Moon and Stars, and this earth also, 
1 saw that the shaking of the powers in Europe is 
not (as some teach) the shaking of the powers of 
heaven, but It is the shaking of the angry nations. 

The Open and Shut Door. 
Sabbath, March 24th, 1849, we had a sweet and 
very interesting meeting with the brethren at Tops- 
ham, Me. The Holy Ghost was poured out upon us, 
and I was taken off in the Spirit to the City of the 
living God. Ttafcft I was shown that the command- 
ments of God, and the testimony of Jesus Christ, re- 
lating to the shut door, could not be separated, and 
that the time fot the commandments of God to shine 
out, with all their importance, and for God's people 
to be tried on the Sabbath truth, was when the door 
was opened in the Most Holy Place of the Heavenly 
Sanctuary, where the Ark is, containing tho ten 
coramandmerits. This door was not opened until 
the mediation of Jesus was finished in tho Holy Place 
ol the Sanctuary in 1844. Then, Jesus rose up and 
shut the door in the Holy Place^ and opened the door 
. in the Most Holy, and unseed, within the second vail, 
where he now stands by the Ark, and where rhc 
faith of Israel now. reaches. 
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I saw that Jesus had shut the door in the Holy ( 
Place, and no man can Open it ; and that he had 
opened the door in the Most Holy, and no man can 
shut it ; [Rev. iii ? 7, 8 ;1 and that since Jesus has 
opened the door in the Most Holy Place, which con- 
tains the Ark, the commandments have been shining 
out to God's people, and they are being tested on 
the Sabbath auestion. 

I saw that the present test on the Sabbath could 
not come until the mediation of Jesus in the Holy 
Place was finished, and he had passed within the 
second vail ; therefore, Christians who fell asleep 
before the door was opened in the Most Holv, when 
the midnight cry was finished, at the seventh month 
1844, and had not kept the true Sabbath, now rest in 
hope, for they had not the light, and the test on the 
Sabbath, which we now have since that door was 
opened. I saw that Satan was tempting some of 
God's people on this point. Because bo many good 
Christians have fallen asleep in the triumphs of faith, 
ami have not kept the true Sabbath, they were 
doubting about it being a test for us now. 

The enemies of the present truth hare been trying, 
to open the door of the Holy Place, that Jesus has 
shut, and to close the door of the Nfcet Holy Place, 
which he opened in 1844, where the Ark is, contain- 
ing the two table* of stone, ott which arc written the 
ten commandments, by the finger of Jehovah. 

Satan is now using every device in this sealing 
time, to keep the minds of God's people from the 
present truth, and to cause them to waver, I saw a 
covering that God was drawing over his people to 
protect them in the time of trouble j ajid every soul 
that was decided on the truth, and was mire in heart, 
to be covered with the covering of Almighty 

God. 

Satan knew this, and was at work in mighty power 
to keen the minds of as many as he possibly could < 
unsettled and wavering on the truth, { saw that the > 



mysterious knocking in N. Y. and other places, was 
the power of Satan, arid that such things would be 
more and more" Common, clothed in a religious garb, 
to lull thri deceived tor more security, ami to draw the 
minds of God'er people, if possible, to those things 
and cause them tp doubt the teachings, and power 
of the Holy Ghost. 

I saw that Satan wag working through agents in 
a number of ways. He was at work through minis- 
ters who haver rejected the truth, and are 'riven over 
to strong delusions to believe a lie that they might 
be damned. White they were preaching or praying 
some would fall prostrate and helpless; not by the 
power of the Hofy Ghost; but by the power of Satan 
breathed upon these agents, and through them to 
the people. Some professed: Adventists who had re- 
jected the present truth, while preaching, praying or 
in conversat ion .tieed mesmerism to gain adherents; 
rind the people would rejoice- in this influence, for 
they thouglit it was tho Jrloly Ghost. And even 
some that used'it were so far in the darkness and de- 
ception of the Dcvif, that they thought it was tho 
power of God] &iven them to cx< n i ( They had 
made God altogether such an one a • tin m elves, and 
had valued his jffwer as A thing of naught. 

Some of thSse agents of Satan were affecting the 
bodies of some of the saints; those that they could 
not deceive and draw away from the truth, by a Sa- 
tanic influence* Oh, that nil could grt n view of it 

-as God revealed it to me, that they might know moro 
of the wiles of Satan, and be on their guard. I saw 
that Satan was at work in these ways i . distract, de- 
ceive, and draiv away God's people, just now in this 
scaling time. I saw some who were not standing 
Btillly for present truth. Their knees were trembling, 

. and their feet were sliding, because they were; not 

* firmly planted on the truth, and the covering of Al- 
mighty God could ihU be drawn over them while 

r they wcreJthus trembling.

Satan was trying his every art to hold them where 
they were, until the sealing* Was past^ and the cov- 
ering drawn over God's people^ and they led out, 
without a shelter from the burning wrath of God, in 
the seven Inst plagues 

God has begun to draw this covering over his 
people, and it will soon be drawn over all who arc to . 
nave a shelter in the day of slaughter. God will 
work in power for his people J and Satan will be per- 
mit fed to work also. 

I saw that the mysterious sighs* and wonders, and 
false reformations would increase, and spread. The 
reformations. that were shown me, w.erenot reforma- 
tions from error to truth. My accomi>anymg angel 
bade me fook for the fravait of soul for sinners a* 
used to he. I looked, but could not* see it j for the 
time for their salvation is past: 

The Trial of our Faith. v'.^^yS^^ 
In this time of trial, we need to be encouraged and 
comforted by each other. The temptations of Satan 
are greater' rioW than ever before, for he knowtjwi 
that his time is short, oral that very sooti every cnstfiffiSj 
will be decided, either for Life, or for Dentin It is 
no time to sink down beneath discouragement, and 
•trial now ; but we must bear up under all our afflic- 
tions, and trust wholly in the mighty God of Jacob. 

The Lord has shown me that his grace is sufficient 
for all our trials ; ahd although they arc greater than 
ever before, yet if we trust wholly in God, we Can 
overcome every, temptation, and through his grace 
come off victorious. 

If we overcome our trials, and get /victory over the 
temptations of Satan, then vie endure the trial of our 
faith, Which is much more precious than gold, and * 
ari stronger, and better prepared to meet the next* , 
13dt if we sink down, ana give way to the tempta- T . ' 
tions of Satan, *wc shall grow weaker and get no re- 
ward for the trial, and shall not be so well prepared 
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for the next Iq thi9 way we shall grow weaker, 
and weaker, until, we are led captive by Satan, at 
his will. We rnbst have on the wliole armor of God, 
and be ready at any moment for a conflict with the 
powers of darkness. When temptations and trials 
rush in upon us, let us go to God, and agonize with 
him in prayer. He will not turn us away empty ; 
but will give us grace and strength to overcome, and 
to break the power of the enemy. Oh, that all could 
see these things in their true light, and endure hard- 
ness as good soldiers of Jesus. Then would Israel 
move forward, strong in God, and in the power of his 
might 

God has shown me that he gave his people a bitter 
cup to drink to purify and cleanse them. It iR a bit- 
ter draught, and they can make it still more bitter 
by murmuring, complaining, and repining. But those 
who receive it thus* must have another draught, for 
the first does not have its designed e fleet upon the 
heart. And if the second does not effect the work, 
then they must have another, and another, until it 
does have its designed effect, or they will be left 
filthy and impure m heart I saw that this bitter 
cup can be sweetened by patience, endurance and 
prayer, and that it will have its- designed effect 
upon the hearts of those who thus received it, and 
God will be honored and glorified. It is no* small 
thing to be a Christian, and to be owned and ap- 
proved of God. ,Thc Lord has shown me some who 
profess'the present truth,whose lives do not correspond 
with their profession. They have got the standard 
ef piety altogether too low, and they come far short 
of Bible holiness. Some engage in vain and unbe- 
coming conversation, and others give way to the 
risings of self. We must not expect to please our-, 
fielveta, live, and act like the world, have its pleasures, 
and enjoy the company of those who are of the world, 
and reign with Christ in glory. 

We must be partakers of Christ's sufferings here, 
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if we would share in his glory hereafter. If we seek 
our own interest, how we can best please ourselves, 
instead of seeking to please God and advance his 
precious suffering cause, we shall dishonor God and 
the holy cause we profess to love. 

We have but a little space of time left to work for 
God.

At the general conference of believers in the pres- 
ent truth, held at Sutton, (Vt.) September, 1850, I 
was shown that the seven last plagues will be poured 
out after Jesus leaves the Sanctuary. Said the an- 
It is the wrath of God and the Lamb that causes 

e destruction or death of the wicked. At the voice 
of God the saints will be mighty and terrible as an 
army with banners ; but they will iwt then execute 
the judgment written! The execution of the judg- 
ment will be at the close of the 1000 years. 

After the saints are changed to immortality, and 
are caught up together, with Jesus, receive thcif 
harps, crowns, &c, and enter the City, Jesus and the 
saints sit in judgment. The bopks are opened, the 
book of life and the book of death ; the book of life 
contains the good deeds of the saints, and the book 
of death contains the evil deeds of the wicked. These 
bookBwere compared with the Statute book, the Bh 
ble, and according to that they were judged. The' 
saints in unison with Jesus pass their judgment upon 
the wicked dead. Behold yel said the angel, the 
saints sit in judgment, in unison with Jesus, and mete 
out to each of the Wicked, according to thfe deeds' 

3 % 
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done in thobody, and it is set off against their names, 
what they must receive at the execution of the judg- 
ment.

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A View of Events Occurring at the Khd of th« 
2300 Dn,R. 

1 1 saw a throne, and on it eat the Father and the 
Son. I gazed on Jesus' countenance and admired 
hie lovely person. The Father's person I could not 
behold, lor a cloud of glorious light covered him. I 
asked Jesus if his Father had a form like himself. lie 
said he had, hut 1 could not behold it for said he, if 
you should once behold the glory. of his person you 
would cense to exist. Before the throne I saw the 
Advent people, the church and the world. I saw a* 
company bowed down before the thronc ? deeply in- 
terested, while the most of them stood disinterested 
and careless. Those who were bowed before the 
throne would oftcr up their prayers and look to Jesus ;

The Lord has shown me repeatedly, that it is con-

; , pond wants in the time of trouble. I Raw that if the 
I saints had food laid up by them, or in the fields, In 
the.time of .trouble, when sword, famine and pesti- 
^ lence are in the land, it would be taken from them by 
j violent hands, and etraoge.ro fyould reap their fields, 
f Then will he the time for us to tru^t wholly in God. 
I and he will sustain us. 1 saw that our bread and 
j water would be sure at that time, and we should not 
'lac k or suffer -hunger j for God was able to spread a 
table for uh in the wilderness. And it' necessary, ha 
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lwoold send ravens to feed'us^ns he did to feed Eli- 
jah, or rain manna from heaven, as he did for the 
Israelites. 

[ waw that houses and lands would be of no use to 
the saints in the time of trouble, for they would then 
have to flee from their possessions, before infuriated 

• mob*, and at that time they could not be disposed of 
to advance .the cause ofpresent tr uth. I was shown 
that it was the will of God that the saints should cut 

. loose from every encumbrance before the time of 
trouble crimes* and make a covenant with God by 
sacrifice. If they have their property on the altar, 
} and earnestly inquire of God lor duty, he will teach 
I them when to dispose of these things. .Tlicrt they 
will be free in the time of trouble, and have no cloga 
to weigh them down. 

I Raw if any held on to their pi*>pe/*ty, and did not 
inquire duty of the Lord, he woulc^ not make duty 
known, and they would be permitted to keep their 
property, and then in the time or trouble it would 
come, up before them like a mountain to crush them, 
and they would try to dispose of it, but would hot 
be ablc^ I heard some mourn like this : " The cause 
was languishing, God's people were starving for the 
, truth, and we made no effort to supply the lack, and 
now our property is useless. Oh 1 tnat we had let it 
/ go, and laid up treasure in heaven." I saw a sacri- . 

* Jice did not increase, but decrease, and was conmrh&d. 
\ I also saw that God had not required all of his people 
\ to dispose of their property at the same time, but in a/ 

time of need he would teach them, if they desired to 
be taught, when to sell and how much to sell, fcnd 
that Rome had been required to dispose of their .prdft£ 
j ferty in time past to sustain the Advent cause, while V" 
\ ha permitted others to keep theirs until a time of 
\ peed. Then as the cause needs it, their duty is to sell. 
I taw that the message "sell that ye have and 
give alms," had not been given, by some, in its clear 
light, and that the object of the words of our Saviour 
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had noVbeen clearly presented. I saw thai the object 
of selling was not to give to those who nrc able to 
labor and support themselves, but to spread the truth. 
It m a sin to support and indulge in idleness, those 
who are able to labor. Some have been zealous to 
attend nil the. meetings; not to glorify God, but for 
the " loaves nnd fishes." Such had much better hem 
at home, laboring with their hands, " the thing that 
is good," to supply the wants of their families, and to 
have something to give to sustain the precious cause 
of present truth. 

Now is the time to lay up treasure in heaven, and 
to set our hearts in order, ready for tin* time df 
trouble. Those only who nave clean hands and a 
pure heart will stand that trying time. Now is the 
time for the lntc^pf God to be in our minds (fore- 
heads,) nnd-wfmeii in our hearts. The Lord has 
shown me the danger of letting our minds be filled 
with worldly thoughts and cares. I saw that some, 
minds were led away from present truth and a love 
of the holy Bible, by reading other exciting books; 
and others were filled with perplexity and care for 
what they shall eat, drink and wear. I saw some, 
looking loo far off for the coining of the Lord. Time 
has continued on a few years longer than they ex- 
pected, therefore they think it may continue a few 
years more, and in this way their minds are being 
led from present truth, out aller the world. In these 
things I saw great danger; for if the mind is filled 
with other things, present truth is shut out. and there 
is no place in our foreheads for the seal of the living 
God. I saw that the time for Jesus to be in the Most 
Holy Place was nearly finished, and that time cannot 
last hut a very little longer; and what leisure time 
we have should be spent in searching the Bible, 
Which is to judge us in the laBt day. 

Mv dear brethren and sisters— Let the command- 
ments of God, and the testimony of Jesus Christ be 
ra ybur miada continually, and let them crowd worldly 
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thoughts and cares from the mfnd. Wben Jrou lie 
down and when you rise up let them be your medi- 
tation. Live and act whofly in reference to the com- 
ing of the Son of man. The sealing time is very 
short, and soon will he ewer. Now is the time to 
make our calling and election sure, While the four 
angels are holding the four winds.

The Lord has often given me a view of the situa- 
tion and wants of the scattered jewels who have not 
yet come to the liffht of the present truth, and that 
the messengers should speed their wny to them as 
fast as possible, to give them the light. Many, all 
around us, only need .to have their prejudices re- 
moved, and the evidences of our present position 
spread out before them from the Word, and they will 
joyfully receive the present truth. The messengers 
should watch for souls as they that must give ac- 
count I have seen that theirs mu^t be a life of toil, 
and anguish of spirit, while the weight of the precious, 
but often-wounded cause of Christ rests upon then! 
They will have to lay aside worldly interests and 
Comforts, and make it their first object to do all in 
their power to advance the cause ofijtrnth, and save 
perishing souls. 

They will also have a rich reward. In their crowns 
of rejoicing, those rescued by them and finally saved, 
will shine as stars for ever and ever. And to all 
eternity they will enjoy the satisfaction of having 
done what they Could in presenting the truth in its 
purity and beauty, so that souls fell in love with it, 
w re sanctified through it, and availed themselves of 
the inestimable privilege of being made rich, and 
being washed in the blood of the Lamb, and redeem- 
ed unto God. 

I saw that the shepherds should consult those in 
whom they have reason to ha.ve confidence, those 
who have been in all the messages, and are firm in 
all the present truth, before thejr advocate new points 
of importance, which they may think the Bible sus- 
tains. Then the shepherds will be perfectly united, 
and the union of the shepherds will be felt by the 
church. Such a course I saw would prevent unhap- 
py divisions, and then there would be no danger of 
the precious flock being divided, and the sheep scat* 
tered, without a shepherd. \ - ^

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I also saw that God had messengers that he would 
use in his oause, but they were not ready, 'f hey 
Were loo light and trifling to exert a good influence 
over the Hock, and did not feel the weight of the cause, 
and the worth of souls, as God's messengers must 
feel in order to effect good. Said the angel, " lie 
ye clean that bear the vessels of th e Isml, lie ye clean 
that bear the vessels of the fiord" They can ac- 
complish hut little good, unless they are wholly giv- 
en up to God, and leel tne importance and solemnity 
of the last message of mercy, that is now being given 
to the scattered flock. 

Some, that are'not called of God, an* very willing 
to go with the message. But If they felt the weight 
of the cause, and the responsibilities <»f such a sta- 
tion, they would feel to shrink back, and say with 
the* Apostle, e $VVho is sufficient lor these things?" 
One reason why they are so willing to go is because 
Qod ha* not hud upon them the weight of the cause. 

Not every one that proclaimed the first and second 
angel's messages are to give the third, even after 
they fully embrace it, for some have been in many 
errors and delusions, (and they must have moved^ 
wrong in the first place, or God would not have giv-\ 
en them up to sued errors,) that they can but jnst| 
save their own souls, and if they undertake to guide 
others, they^will be the means of overthrowing them. 
But I saw that some who have formerly run deep 
into fanaticism would be the first now to run before 
God sends them, before they are purilicd from their 
past errors, and would have error mixed with the 
truth, and would feed the flock of God with it, and if 
suffered to ; go on, the flock would become sickly J 
and distraction and death would follow. I saw that 
they would have to be sifted and sifted, until they 
were freed from all their errors, or th«*y never could 
enter the kingdom. 1 saw that the messengers could 
not have that confidence in the judgment and dis- 
cernment of those who have been in errors and fan* 
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aticism, that they could in those who have been in 
the truth, and have not been Into extravagant error*. 
Many, also, are too apt to urge out into the field 
some who have but juat confessed the present truth, 
and have much to learn and mheh to do before they 
ran be right ih the sight of God themselves, instead 
of pointing out the way to othera. 

f saw the necessity of the messengers, especially] 
watching, and checking all fanaticism wlierever they 
might see it arise. Satan is pressing in on every 
side, and unless we watch for him, and have our eyes 
open to his devises and snares, and have on the 
whole armor of God, the fiery darts of the wicked 
will hit us. There arc many precious truths con- 
tained in the word of God, but it is " present truth J 
flint the flock needs now. I have seen the danger 
of the messengers running otT from the important 
points of present truth, to dwell upon subjects that 
are not calculated to unite the flock, and sanctify the 
soul. Satan will here take^very possible advantage 
to injure the cause. 

But such subjects as the Sanctuary, in connection 
with the 2300 days, the commandments of God, and 
the faith of Jesus, are perfectly calculated to explain 
the past Advent movement, show what is our present 
position, and establish the faith of the doubting, and 
give certainty to the glorious future. These, Ihnve 
frequently seen, were the-principal subjects on which 
the messengers should dwell.

The main Object is to get around the Sabbath 
of the Lord, and observe another day than that sanc- 
tified and hallowed by Jehovah. And If they were 
driven off from one position they would take an oppo- 
site one, even a position that they had but just be- 
foVe condemned as unsound. 

But God's people are coming into the unity of the 
faith, and those who observe the Sabbath of the 
Bible are united in their views of bible truth. But 
those who oppose the Sabbath among the Advent 
people are disunited, and strangely divided. One 
comes forward in opposition to the Sabbath, and de* 
cfares it to be thus and so, and at the conclusion calls 
it settled. But as his effort does not put the question 
to rest, and as the Sabbath cause progresses, and 
the children of the Lord embrace it still, another 
comes forward to overthrow it. But in presenting 
his views to get round the Sabbath, he entirely tears 
down the arguments of him who made the first effort 
against the truth, and presents a theory as opposite 
to his, as to ours. So with the third and the fourth ; 
but none of them will have it as it stands in the word 
of God. "The seventh day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God.". ' 

Such, I saw. have the carnal mind, therefore, are not 
subject to the holy law of God. They are not agreed 
among themselves, yet labor hard, with their infer- 
ences, to wrest the scriptures to make a breach in 
God's law, to change, abolish, or do anything with 
the fourth commandment rather thnrf to observe it. 
They wish to silence the flock upon this question, 
therefore they get up something with the hope that 
it will quiet them, and many of their followers search 
theif Bibles so little, that* their*1eadcrs can easily 
make error appear like truth, and they receive it as* 
•uch, not looking higher than their leaders.

At Oswego, (N. Y.), the Lord shewed me that 
there must be ^ggreat work done for his people be- 
fore they could stand in the battle in the day of the 
Lord. I was pointed to those who claim to be Ad- 
ventists, but reject the present truth, and saw that 
they were crumbling, anc) that the hand of the Lord 
was in their midst to divide and scatter them now 
in the gathering time, so that the precious iewela 
among them, that have formerly been deceived, may 
have their eyes opened to see their true state. And 
now when the truth is presented to them by the 
• Lord's messengers, they will be prepared to listen, 
and see itsheauty and harmony, and leave their form- 
er associa^s, **nd errors, and embrace the prccioua 
truth, and stand where they can define their position. 

I saw that those who oppose the Sabbath of the 
Lord could not take the Bible and show that our po- 
sition was incorrect, therefore they would slander 
those who believe and teach the truth, and would 
attack their characters. And many who were once 
conscientious, and loved God'and his word, have be- 
come so hardened by rejecting the light of truth that 
they will not hesitate to wickedly misrepresent and 
falsely accuse those who love the Holy Sabbath, if 
by so doing they can injure the influence of those 
who fearlessly declare the truth. Bdt these things 
will not hinder the work of God. In fact, this course 
pursued by those who hate the truth, will be the 
very means of opening the eyes of some. FiVery 
jewel will be brought out and gathered, for the hand 
of the Lord is set to recover the remnant of his peo- 
ple, and he will accomplish .the work gloriously. 

I saw that we whn believe the truth should be v^prv 
careful and give no occasion for our good to be evil 
spoken of. We should know that every step we take 
is in accordance with the Bible ; for those who hate 
the commandments of God will triumph over our 
missteps and faults, as the wicked did in 1843. 
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The If oil iie cm of Owl* ' 

May 14th, 1851, 1 saw the beauty and loveliness 
of Jesus. As I -beheld his glory the thought did hot 
occur to me that I should ever be separated from his 
presence. I saw a light coming from the glory that 
encircled the Father, and as it approached near to 
me, my body trembled and shook like a leaf. I 
thoaght if it should come near lo me I should be 
struck out of existence ; but the light past me. Then 
could 1 have some sense of the great and terrible 
God flint wo have to do with. Then I saw what 
laint views some have of the holiness of Qod, and 
how much they take his holy aJld reverend name in > 
vain, without realizing that ft was God/ the great 
and terrible. God, they were speaking o£ I bave 
seen that many^ while. praying, used careless and ir- 
reverent expressions wnicn grieved the tender Spirit 
of the Lord, and caused their petitions to be shut out 
of h ea ve n. # ^£*fSj^ ; 

I also saw that many-did not realize what, they 
must be in order to live in the sight of the Lord, 
without a High Priest in the Sanctuary, through the 
time of trouble. Those who receive the seal of the 
living God, and are protected in the time of trouble) 
must reflect the image of Jesus fully. 

1 saw that many were neglecting the prenn ration 
so needful, arid Xvere looking to the time of the u re- 
freshing" and "latter rain" to fit them to stand in 
the day of the Lord, and to live in his sight < ), how 
many I saw in the time of trouble without a shelter f 
They find neglected the needful preparation, there- 
fore they could not receive the refreshing that all 
must have to fit them to live in the sight of a holy 
Those who refuse to be hewed by the proph- 
ets, and do not purify their souls in obeying the whole 
truth, and are willing to believe thai their condition 
is tbr better than it really is, will come up to tho 
time of the falling of the plagues, and then see that 
they needed lo be hewed and squared for the build- 
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ing. But there will be no time then to do it; andud 
Mediator to plead their cause before the Father. 
Before this time, the awfully solemn declaration has 
gone forth " He that is unjust, let him be unjust 
still ; and he which is filthy, let him be filthy still ; 
and he that is righteous, let him be righteous 
still | and he that is holy, let him be holy still." I 
saw that none could share the " refreshing," Unless 
they obtain the victory over every besctment, all 
pride, selfishness, love of the world, and over every 
wrong word and action. We should, therefore, be 
drawing nearer and nearer to the Lord, and be earn- 
estly seeking that preparation necessary to enable 
us to stand in the battle in the day of the Lord, Let 
all remember that God is holy, and none but holy 
beings can ever dwell in his presence. 

Prayer nu«l Faith* 

I have frequently seen that the children of the 
Lord neglected prayer altogether too much, espe- 
cially in secret; and that many do not exercise that 
faith which is their privilege and duty, and often 
wait for that feeling which faith alone can bring. 
Fcrling is not faith, but the two are distinct Faith 
is ours to exercise^ out joyful feelings, and the bless- 
ing, is God's to give. The grace of God comes to 
the total through the channel of living faith, and that 
faith it is our power to exercise. 

True faith fays hold of and claims the promised 
blessing before it is realized and felt- 1 have seen 
that we must send up our petitions in faith within 
the second vail, and have our faith take hold of the 
promised blessing, and claim it as ours. And we are 
then to believe that tlie blessing is ours, and that we 
receive it, because our faith has hold of it and ac- 
cording to the Word it is ours, " What things so- 
ever ye desire when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye shall have them." Here is faith, nake>4 
faith, to believe that we receive the blessing, eve* 
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before we realize it When the promised Messing 
ib realized and enjoyed, faith is swallowed up. But 
many suppose they have much faith when sharing 
largely of the Holy Spirit, and that they cannot have 
faith unless they feel the power of the Spirit. Such 
confound faith with the blessing that comes through 
faith. The very time to exercise faith is when we 
feel destitute of the Spirit. When thick clouds 
of darkness seem to hover over the mind, then is 
the time to let living faith pierce the darkness, and 
scatter the clouds. True faith rests on the prom* 
iscs contained -in the word of God, and those only 
who obey the Word, can claim the glorious promises 
contained in it " If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you," John xv, 7. Whatsoever wo 
ask we receive of him, because we keep his com- 
vmmlments, and do those tilings that are pleasing 
in his sight" 1 John iii, 22. 

* I have seen that wq should be much in secret 
prayer. Christ is the Vine, we are the branches. 
And if we would grow and flourish in the Vine, we 
must continually draw sap and nourishment from 
the Living Vine^ for without the Vine we have no 
strength. 

I asked the angel why their was no more faith nnd 
power in Israel. Said he, " Ye let go or the arm of 
the Lord too soon. Press your petitions to the 
throne, and hold on by strong faith. The promises 
are sure. Believe ye receive the things ye ask for, 
and ye shall have them." I was then pointed to 
Elijah. He was subject to like passions as we are, 
and he prayed earnestly. His faith endured the 
trial. Seven times he prayed before the Lord, and - 
at last the cloud was seen. I saw that we had doubt- 
ed the sure promises, and wounded the Saviour by 
our lack of faith. Said the angel, «rird the armor 
about thee, and above all take the shield of faith, fbf 
that will guard the heart, the very life from the fiery

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darls of the wicked. If the Enemy can get the dis- 
pondlng to take their eyes off from Jesus, to look to 
themselves, to dwell upon their own unworthiness, 
instead of dwelling upon the worthiness of Jesus, his 
love, his merits, and his great mercy, he will get 
away their shield of faith and gain his object and 
they will be exposed to his fiery temptations. There- 
fore, the weak should look to Jesus, and believe that 
they have faith, then they can exercise faith. 

Tin' Gathering Time. 

September 23d, the Lord shewed me that he had 
stretched out his hand the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people, and that efforts must be re- 
doubled in tin* gathering time. In the scattering, 
Israel was smitten and torn ; but now in the ffather- 
ing time God will heal and bind up his people. In 
the scattering, efforts made to spread the truth had 
but little effect, accomplished but little or nothing ; 
but in the gathering, when God hos set his hand to 
gather his people, efforts to spread the truth will have 
their designed effect All should be united and zeal- 
ous in the work. I saw that it was wrong for any to 
refer to the scattering for examples to govern us now 
in the gathering ; for if God does no more for us now 
than he did then, Israel would never be gathered. 
1 have 6een that the 1843 chart was directed by the 
hand of ihe Lord, and that it should not be altered ; 
that the figures were as he wanted them. That his 
hand was over, and hid a mistake in some of the 
figures, so that none could see it, until his hand was 
removed. 

Then I saw in relation to the "daily," that the 
• word " ; sacrifice" was supplied by man's wisdom, 
and does not belong to the text; and that the Lord 
gave the correct view of it to those who gave tho 
judgment hour cry. When union existed, before 
1844, nearly all were united on the correct vjew of 
Die 11 daily but Binco 1844, in the confusion, other 
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views have been- cm brace (I and darkness end cori* 
fusion have followed. I have also seen that ti m r had 
not been a teat since 1344, and thai time will never 
again be a test. ' 
%^ Then I wds pointed to some who are in the great 
error of believing that it is their doty to go to Old 
Jerusalem, and , think they have a work to do there 
before the Lord comes. Such a view is calculated 
to take the mind and interest from the present work 
of tj»e Lord, under the message of the third angel. 
For those who think that they are yet to id Jeru- 
salem, will have their minds there, and their means 
wilt be withheld from the cause of present truth, to 
get themselves and others to Jerusalem. I saw that 
such a mission would accomplish no real good. That 
it would take a long while to make a very few ofthc 
Jews believe even in the first Advent of Christ, much 
more, to believe in his second Advent I saw that 
Satan had greatly deceived some in this tiling, and 
that sonls, all around fliem, in this land, could be 
helped by them, and led to keep the commandments 
of Qod; but they were leaving them to perish. I 
also saw that Old Jerusalem never would be built 
up; and that Satan was doing his utmost to lead 
the minds of the children of the Lord into these things 
now, in the gathering time, to keep them from throw- 
ing their whole interest into the present work of the 
Lord, and to cause them to neglect the necessary 
preparation for the day of the Lord. 

Dear Reader. A sense of duty to my brethren 
and sisters, and a desire that the blood of souls might 
hot bo found on my garments, has governed me in 
this little work. 1 am aware of the unbelief that 
exists in the minds of the multitude relative to vis- 
ions, also, that many who profess to be looking for 
Christ, and teach that we are in the " last days,'-' 
call theni all of Satan. I expect much opposition 
from sucl^ and had I not felt that the Lord required 
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it of me I should not have made my views thus pub- 
lie, which will probably call forth the hatred and de- 
rision of some. But I fear God more than man. 

When the Lord "first gave me messages to deliv- 
er to his people, it waB hard for me to declare them. 
And I often softened them doWn ; and made them as 
mild as possible for fear of grieving them. It was a 
great (rial to declare the messages as the Lord gave 
them to me. 1 did not realize tnat I was so unfaith- 
ful, and did not see the danger and sin of sucii a 
course, until I was taken in vision into the presence 
of Jesus. He lookc/t&upon me with a frown, and 
turned his face from me. It is not possible to des- 
cribe the terror and agony I then felL I fell upon 
my face before him, but had no power to utter a 
word. O, how I longed to be covered and hid from 
that dreadful frown. Then could I realize, in some 
degree, what the feelings of the lost will oe, when 
they cry, "Mountains and rocksj foil on us, and hide 
ub from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, 
and from the wrath of the Lamb." 

Presently an angel bid me rise, and the sight that 
met my eyes can hardly be described. A company 
wjis presented before me whose hair and garments 
were torn, and whose countenances were the very 
picture of despair and horror. They came close to 
me, and took their garments and rubbed them on 
mine. I looked at my garments, and saw that they 
were stained with blood, and that blood Was eating 
holes in my garments. Again I fell like one dead, 
at the feet of my accompanying angel. I could not 
plead one excuse. My tongue refused all utterance, 
and I longed to be away from such a holy place. 
A grain the angel stood me up on my feet, and said 
" This is not your case now, but this scene has passed 
before you, to let you know what your situation must 
be, if you neglect to declare to others what the Lord 
has revealed to you. But if you are faithful to the 
end, you shall eat of the tree of life, and shall drink

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Dear CimisriAtf Frikkds :-— As I have* piven 
a brief sketch of my experience and views, publishe d 
in 1851, it seems to Iks my duty to notice somo 
points in that little work; also, to give more recent, 
views. 

1. On page 17, is as follows:— u I saw that tho 
Holy Sabbath is, and will be, tho separating wall be- 
tween the true Israel of God and unbelievers; and 
that tho Sabbath iB t he £reat question, to unite ""tho 
hearts of God's dear, waiting saints. I saw that God 
had children, who do not see and keep tho Sabbath. 
They had not rejected the light on ii And at tho 
commencement of the time of trouble, we were filled 
with the Holy Ghost as we went forth and proclaim- 
<m1 die Sabbath more fully." 

Tins view was given in 1847, when there ivoro 
but very few of the Advent brethren observing the 
Sabbath, and of these, but few supposed that its ob- 
servance was of sufficient importance to draw a lino 
between the people of God and unbelievers. Now, 
The fulfillment of that view is taginuing to be seen. 

u Tho commencement of the time of trouble," hero 
mentioned, does not refer to the time when the 
plagues shall begin to be poured out; but to a short 
period just before they are poured out, while Ghrist 
is hi the Sanctuary. At that time, while 1 the work 
of salvation is closing, trouble will be coming on the 
oarth, tho nations 'Will be Angry, yet held in check, 
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so ns not to prevent the work of kite third angel. 
At tliat time tho "latter rain," or refreshing from the 

Irtteetftce of the Lord, will oomei to give power to the 
oiul robe of the third angel, and promote the saints 
to Btand in "tho period when tho seven last plagues 
shall l»c poured out. 

2. The \ if.'w of the "Open and Shltt P«>or" on 
pages 24-27, was given in 1B49. r Hie application 
of Rev. hi, 7, 8, to th<> Heavenly Sanctuary and 
Chrisfs ministry, was entirely new to me. J had 
never heard the idea advanced by anj one. Now, 
as the subject of the Sanctuary i« being clearly un-* 
dcrstood, the application is s< en in its beauty and force. 

:t. Tho "falso reformations' ' referred to on page 
27, are yet to.be more fully F"on. This View relates 
more particularly to those who have heard and re- 
Jected the light of the Advent doctrine. They are 
given over^ to strong delusions. Such will not have 
" tho travail of soul for sinners' M formerly. Having 
reject d the Advent and being given ovor to tho de- 
lusions of Satan, "the time for their salvation is past." 
This does not, however, relate to those who have not 
heard and have not rejected the doctrine of the Sec- 
ond Advent 

4. Tho view that the Lord "had stretched out 
his hand the second time to recover the remnant of 
his people," on page 61, refers only to the union antl 
strength once among those looking for Christ, and 
that he had begun to unite and raise up his peoplo 

again* 

' 6. Spirit Mfinifestaiiom* On pAges 25, and 
20, read a* follows I saw that the mysterious 
knocking in. N. Y., and other places, was the power 
of Satan, and that such things would he more and 
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more common, clothed in a religious garh, to lull the 
deceived to more security, and to draw the minds of 
God's people, if possible, to those things and cause 
them to doubt tho teachings, and power of the Holy 
Cihost" 

This view was given in 1849, nearly five years 
since. Then spirit tmrnifrshrtimiit were mostly con- 
tined to the city of Rochester, known as tho "Roch- 
ester knockingB. 91 Since that time the heresy has 
spread beyond the expectations of any one. 

Much of the view on page 47, headed, Mysteri- 
ous Rapping given August 1850, has since been 
fulfilled, and is now fulfilling. Hero is a portion of it: 

"J saw that soon ,it would he considered blasphe- 
my to speak against tho rapping, and that it would 
spread more and more, and Satan's poWe? would in- 
Creaee, and some of his devoted followers would have 
power to work miracles, and everi'to bring down fire 
from heaven in tho sight of men. I was shown that 
those modern magkaads would yet amount for all the 

miracles wrought by our Lord Jesus Christ l>v tho 

rapping and mesnie'risa^ tad many would believe 

that all the mighty works of the Hon of (h>d, when he 
was on the earth, were accomplished hy this same 
power."' 

I saw the rapping delusion — what progress it was 
making, and if it were possible it would deceive the 
very elect. Satan will havo power to bring the ap- 
pearance of a form before us purporting to he our 
relatives and friends that now sleep in Jesus. It will 
be made to appear a^ though they were present, tho 
words they uttered while here, which wo were famil- 
iar with, will 1)0 spoken, and the same tone of voice, 
which they had while living, will fall upon the ear. 



All this is to deceive the saints, and ensnare them in- 
to the belief of this delusion. 

I saw that tho saints must get a thorough under- 
standing of the present trutli, which they will have to 
maintain from tho Scriptures. They must under- 
stand the state of the dead; for the spirits of devils 
will yet appear to them, professing to be beloved 
friends and relatives, who will declare to them that 
the Sabbath has been changed, and, also, other un- 
scriptural doctrines. They will do all in their power 
to excite sympathy, and work miracles l>efore them, 
to confirm what they declare. Tho people of God 
must be prepared to withstand these spirits with tho 
Bible truth, that the dead know not any thing, and 
that they are the spirits of devils. Our minds must 
not be taken up with things around us, but must .bo 
occupied with the present truth, and a preparation to 
give a reason of our hope with meekness and fear. 
We must seek wisdom from on nigh that wo may 
stand in this day of error and delusion. 

I saw that we must examine well the foundation 
of our hope, for we shall have to give a reason for it 
from the scriptures; for we shall see this delusion 
spreading, aud we shall have to contend with it faco 
to f:iee. And unless we are prepared for it, we shall 
be ensnared and overcome. Hut if we do what we 
can on our part to be ready for the conflict that is 
just before us, God will do his part, and his all-pow- 
erful arm will protect us. He would sooner send 
ever}- angel out of glory to our relief, to make a hedge 
about, faithful souls, rather than they shook) bo de- 
ceived and led away by the lving wonders of ,Satan. 

J saw the rapidity with which this delusion was 
spreading. A train of cars was shown iu<\ going 



with the speed of lightning. The angel bade roe 
look carefully. I fixed my eves upon tho train. It 
seemed that tho whole world was on board; that 
thero could not be one left. Said the augel: "They 
are binding in bundles ready to burn." Then he 
shewed mo the conductor, who looked like a stately 
fair person, which all the pa<*engers looked up to and 
reverenced. I was perplexed, and asked my attend- 
ing angel who it was. Said he, M It is Satan. Ho 
is l ho conductor in the form of an angel of light He 
has taken tho world captive. They are given over to 
strong delusions, to believe a lie that they may be 
damned." This agent, the next highest in order to 
him, is (he engineer, and others of his agente are em- 
ployed in different offices as ho may need them, and 
they aro all going with lightning sj>eod to perdition. 
They are binding in bundles ready to burn. I asked 
the angel if there were none left. He bad* me look 
in nn opposite direction, and I saw a littlo company 
traveling a narrow pathway. All seemed to be firm- 
ly united, and bound together by the truth, in bun- 
dles, or companies. Said the angel, M The third an- 

q] is bin ling them ('sealing them) in bundles for tho 

eaveniv gamer. 
This little company looked care-worn, as though 
they had passed through Severe trials and conflict*. 
And it appeared as if the sun had just apj>oared from 
behind the cloud, and shone upon their countenanced 
and caused them to look triumphant, as though their 
victories were noarly won. 

• I saw that the Lord had given the world opportu- 
nity to discover the snare. This one thing was evi- 
dence enough for tho Christian if there was no other. 



Thore us no difforenco raado between the precious and 
the vil<\ 

Thomas Paine, whose body has now mouldered to 
dust, and who is to be called forth at the end of 
the 1000 years, at tho second resurrection, to re- 
ceive his reward, and suffer the second death, is pur- 
ported by satan to be in heaven, and highly exalted 
there. Satan used him on earth as long as he could, 
and now he is carrying en tho same work through 
pretensions of having Thomas Paine so much exalted 
and honored; and as he taught on earth, satan is 
making it api>oar that he is teaching in heaven. And 
some on earth who have looked with horror at It s 
life and death, and his corrupt teachings while living, 
now submit to be taught by him who was one of the 
vilest and most corrupt of men; one who despised 
God and his law. 

He who is tho father of lies blinds and deceive* 
tho world by sending his angels forth to speak for 
the apostles, and make it appear that they contradict 
what they wrote when on earth, which was dktotod 
by tho Holy Ghost Those lying angels make the 
apostles to corrupt their own teachings and declare 
them to be adulterated. By so doing ho can throw 
professed Christians, who have a name to live and aro 
dead, and all tho world in uncertainty about tho word 
of God; for that cuts directly across his track, and h 
likely to thwart his plans.

But 
this is the master-piece of satan. All this teaching 
puqxjrting to be from apostles, and saints, and wick- 
ed men who have died, comes directly from his ti- 
tanic mniesty. 
y This should be enough to remove the vail from ov- 
•Ycry mind and discover unto them the dark, mysterious 
\>vorks of MftUlV (hat he hns got one whom he I N&& 
so well, nnd who hated God so perfectlv, with the 
holy apostles and angels in glory: virtually saying to 
the world and infidcK No matter how wicked you 
are; no matter whether you believe in God or the 
Bible, or disbelieve; liveas you please, heaven is your 
home; — for every one^knows that if Thomas Paine 
is in heaven, and so exalted, they will surely get there. 
This i* so glaring that nil may see if they will. 8a- 

A* 
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tan is doing now what ho has btien trying to do since 
his fall, through individuate like Thomas Paine; Ho 
is, through his power ami 1 yinix wonders, tearing 
nway the foundation of the Christian's hope, and put- 
ting out their sun that is to lighten tliem in the nar- 
row way to heaven. He is making the world Mievo 
that the Bihle is no letter than a storylwk, unin- 
spired, while he holds out something to take its pin 
namely, Spiritual Manifestations I 

Here in a ehnnnel wholly devoted to himself, under 
his control, and he can make the world Mievo what he 
will. The B<H»k that is to judge him and his follow- 
ers, lie puts hack in the shade, just where ho wants 
it The Saviour of the world lie makes to he no more 
than a common man; and aR the Roman guard that 
watched the tonih of Jesus, spread th<> fake and lying 
report that the chief priests and elders put in their 
mouth, so will the poor, deluded follower* of these 
pretended spiritual manifestations, repeat) and try to 
make it Mpjn ar that there is nothing miraculous al>out 
our Saviour s birtlt, death and resurrection; and they 
put Jesus hack, w ith the Bible* in the shade, where 
they want him, and then got the world looking to 
them and their lying wonders and miracle*, which 
they declare far exceed the works of Christ. 

Tims the World to taken in the snare, and lulled to 
security; not to find out their awful deception, until 
tlto seven last plagues are poured out rattan laughs 
as he sees his plan succeed so well, and tho whole 
world in the snare. 

5. On page* 29-03, is a view given January, 1 $50. 
That portion of this view, which relates to moans Ink- 
ing withheld from the messengers, more particularly 
applied to that time. Since that time friends of tho 
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causo of present truth have been raised up, who hav« 
w .itched for opportunity to do good with their means. 
And some have handed out too freely, to tho injury 
of the receivers. For above two years I have been 
shown more relative to a careless and too free use of 
t he Lord's money, than a lack of means. 

Tho following is from a view given me at Jackson, 
Mich., June 2d, 1853. It related mostly to the breth- 
ren in that place. w I saw that the brethren com- 
menced to sacrifice their property, and handed it out 
Without having the true object set before them — the 
suffering cause — and they handed out too freely, too 
modi and too often. I saw that the teachers should 
have stood in a place to correct this error, and exert 
a good influence in the church. Money was mado 
to be of little or no consequence; the sooner disposed 
of, the Mter. A bad example has been set by somo 
in accepting large donations, and not giving the least 
caution to those who had means not to use it too freely, 
and carelessly. And by accepting so large an amount of 
means, without questioning whether (hut had made it 
their duty to bestow so largely, they sanctioned tho 
brethren's giving too bountifully. 

Those wlio gave, also erred, not Mug particular to 
inquire into tho necessities of the case, whether there 
was actual need or not Those who had means were 
thrown into groat perplexity. One brother, was much 
hurt by too much means l\eing put into his hands. 
He did not study economy; but lived extravagantly, 
and in his travels laid out money here and there to 
no profit. Ho spread a wrong influence by making 
such free use of the Lord's money, and would say to 
others, and in his own Heart, There is means enough 
in Jackson, more than can be used before the Lor J 
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comes. Some wore very much injured 4>y such a 
course, and came into the truth with wrong view*, not 
realizing that it was tho Lord's money tfiey were 
using, not feeling the worth of it. Ami 1 saw 
that these poor sbiils who have just embraced the third 
angel's message, and liavo had Bach an example set 
before them] will have much to learn, to deny self, 
nnd sutfor for Christ's sake. They will hare to learn 
to give up their ease, and cease studying their conven- 
iVnee ami comfort, and Ix'ar in mtfld the worth of 
souls. Those who feel the "woe* Upon them will 
not ho for making great preparations and livings out- 
wan lly, to travel in ease and com fo r t Those who 
have no calling have been enco ur aged into the field. 
Others have been affected by these things, and have 
not felt tho need of economy, of denying thomselvoa, 
and putting into the treasury of the Lord. They 
would foul and say, "Them are others who have menus 
enough; they will give for the paper, 1 heed not do 
anything. The paper will be supported without my 
heln." 

It has been no small trial to mo to seo that somo 
have taken tliat portion of my views which related to 
V sacrificing property to sustain the cause, and make a 
wrong use of it, and use means extravagantly; w hile 
negloeting Scarry out the principles of other portions. 
On page 81, read tho following: — "I saw that the 
cause of God had been hindered, and dishonored by 
some traveling who had no message from God. Such 
will have to give an account to God for every dollar 
they have used in traveling whero it was not their 
duty to go; for that money might have helped oil 
the cause )rf God." Page 32. — "I saw that those 
who ha^e^trongtb to labor with their hands, and help 
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sustain the cause, were as accountable for that strength, 
as others were for their property." 

I would here call especial attention to the view of 
this subject given on pages 45, 46. Hero is a short 
extract: — u The object of tho words of our Saviour 
| Luke xii, 83] had not l>cen clearly presented. I saw 
thai the object of selling was hot to give to those wlu) 
are aide to labof and support themselves, but to spread 
the truth. It is a sin to supjKirt and indulge in idle- 
i those who are able to lal>or. Somo have been 
Eeolons to attend all tho meetings; not to glorify God, 
but for tho u loaves and fishes." Such had much bettor 
have been at home lalmring with their hands, u the 
thing that is good" to supply the wants of their fam- 
ilies, and to have something to give to sustain the 
precious cause." 

1 have seen that it has been satan's design in times 
past to push out some with a hurried spirit to make 
a too free use of means, and influonce the brethren to 
rashly dispose of their property, that means might be 
thrown out careh*ssly, and hastily disposed of, and 
souls in jured and lost through an alnmdance of means, 
and now when the truth is to be spread more exten- 
sively, the lack might be felt His design has in 
some degree l>oen accomplished. 

The Lord has shown me tho error of many in look- 
ing to those only who have property to support the 
publication of the paper and tracts. All should act 
their part Those who have strength to labor with 
their hands, and earn rileans to help sustain the cause, 
are as accountable for it as others are for their prop- 
erty. Every child of God, who professes to believe 
the present truth, should be zealous to act his part 
in this cause. • 
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July, 1853, I saw that it was not as it should Ik?, 
that the paper, owned and approved of Uod, should 
coino out so seldom. ' That the cause, in the timo in 
whrch wo aro living demands the paper weekly, and 
the publication of many mora tracts to expose the in- 
creasing errore of this timo; but tho work was hin- 
dered tor want of means. I saw that tho truth must go, 
and that we must not be too fearful ; t bat tracts and pa- 
pers had bottergo to three where they wero not need* .1, 
than to have one deprive* 1 of them who cm be ben- 
efited, and Vho prized theni. I saw tb it the last- 
day signs should be brought out And elearly shown; 
for tho manifestations of Baton are <>u the increase. 
Their publishing is increasing, their power is grow- 
ing; and what we can do to get tho truth before 
others, must be done quickly. 

I was shown like this, Tho truth once got out 
now, will stand; for It is the truth for the Last days, 
and it will live, and less need to l>e said upon the 
truth after it is out. Numberless words need not be 
put upon paper to justify what speaks for itself, and 
shines in its clearness. But it is not so with error. It is so 
Whaling and twfctmg that it needs a multitude of 
• word* to explain it in its crooked form. {Hut truth 
„ iofcaight, plain, c loar^and stands <»ut boldly injts_ 
own defenjaJ The cause of truth should not l>e hin- 
dered in its onward progress for want of means. 

I saw that in some places all the light they had 
received came from thti paper; and souls had re- 
ceived the truth in this way, and then talked it U) 
others; and now in places where there are several, 
they had been raised up by this silent messenger, 
It was their only preachor. 
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GOSPEL ORDER. 
. Tuft Lord has shown mo that gospel order has 
been too much neglected and feared. Tliat formality 
BhOiild l>o shuuned; but in so doing, order should not 
l>c neglected. There is order in heaven. Thero was 
order in the church when Christ was upon earth; 
and after his departure, order was strictly observed 
among his apostles. And now in these last days, 
wjlile God is bringing his children into the unity 
of the faith, there is more real need of onlor than 
ever before* For as God is uniting his children, sa- 
tan and his evil angels are very busy to prevent this 
unity, and to destroy it. Therefore men will Ikj 
hurried into the field; men without wisdom, lacking 
' judgment, perhapl not ruling well their own house, and 
not bavins order or government over the very few 
that God has given them charge of at home; yet they 
lee] capable < >f having charge of tho flock. They make 
many wrong mo\ es, and all the messengers are thought, 
by those unacquainted with our faith, to be like these 
sea-sent men; and the cause of God » reproached, 
and tho truth shunned by many unbelievers, who 
would otherwise be candid, and anxious to inquire, 
Are these things so? 

Men, I saw, whose lives aro not holy, who are un- 
qualified to* teach tho present truth, enter the field 
without being acknowledged by the chimb or breth- 
ren generally, and confusion and disunion is the, re- 
sult. Some have a theory of the truth ami can dwell 
upon argument, but lack spirituality, judgment and 
experience, and they fail in many things which is 
very necessary for one to possess before they can teach 
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the present truth to other*. Others have not the ar- 
gument; but because a few brethren hen thorn pray 
well, and give an exciting exhortation now and then, 
turns them irito the field, to engage in a Work that 
God has not qualified them for, and when they have* 
not sulhVient oxperieneo and judgment for tho work. 
Spiritual pride comes in, and they are lifted up, and 
net under tho deception of thinking that they are 
lal>orers. They do not know themselves. They lack 
pound judgment and patient reasoning.' Talk Dpaflt 
ingly of themselves, and assert many things which 
they cannot prove from the Word God luioweth 
this, therefore he does not call such to labor in these 
■ perilous timed. Ahd brethren should be can fuland not 
push oiit t hose into the field whom God has noi called. 

These men, who are not called of Go$ arc gener- 
ally the very ones that aro the most confident that 
they are so called, and that their labors arc v.-ry import- 
ant They go into the field, and do not exert a good 
influence generally, yet in some places they have a 
incisure of success, which leads individuals to think 
that they* aire surely called of GkxL I BaW that it Iraa 
not a positive evidence thai riaen arc called of ( Jod, be- 
cause they have some success; forrtowthe angels of God 
. are moving upon the hearts of his honest children to 
enlighten their understanding as to the present truth, 
that they may lay hold upon it and live. m And even 
if self sent men put themselves where Goa docs not 
put them, and profess to be teachers, and souls receive 
tin; truth by hearing them talk it, this is no evideneo 
that they are called of God. The souls who 
receive the truth from them, receive it to be brought 
into trial and bondage, as they afterwards find that 
these men were not standing in the counsel of God. 
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Even if wicked men talk the truth, some may receive 
it; but it does not I, ring those who talked it, into any 
more favor with Sod Wieked men aro wicked men 
still. And according to tho deception they practised,and 
as thev deceived those who were beloved of God, and 
brought confusion into the church, so will their pun- 
ishment be greater, and their sins will not remain eov- 
< red, but w i 1 1 1 x j h )sed in the day of God's fierce nnger. 

These self Kent messengers are a CttfW to the cause. 
Honest souls put confidence in them, think that they 
are moving in the counsel of God, that they are ju 
union with the church, and sutler them to administer 
the ordinances, to lead them down into the water and 
iVaptize them, as duty is made plain that they mast 
do theft firsl works;*and then when light comes as 
it surety will, and they are aware that these men ?ire 
not what they understood them to U\ (Jod's (-ailed 
and chosen messengers, they are thrown into trial and 
doubt as to the truth they have received, and feel 
th.it thev must learn it all over again, and are troub- 
led, and 'perplexed bv the^ enemy, about all their ex- 
perience, whether (rod has led them or not, and are 
not satisfied until thev Are again baptized, and begin 
anew. And it is much more laborious, and wearing 
to the spirits of God's messengers, to go into such 
placet where thos,. hAve been, who have exerted tin's 
w p »ng intluence. God's servants have to deal plainly, 
and not cover up wrongs, but aet openly; for they, 
ate standing between the jiving and the dead, and 
nuiKt render an account of the faithfulness of their, 
misftion, an<l the influence thev exert over the flock 
of which the Lord has made them overseers. 

Thes' jewels who receive 1 the truth and are brought 
into such trials, would havd hail the tnith tli^ same 
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if these men (who lack the qualifications they outfit 
have to bo tlio Lord's messengers) had stayed away, 
aud fillod tho humble place God designed for them. 
God's eye was upon his jewels, and ho would direct 
his called and chosen messengers to them; men that 
would move understand i ugly, and the light of truth 
would shine and discover to these souls their truo 
position, and they would receive the truth understand- 
mgly, and be satisfied with its beauty and clearness. 
And as they feel tho effects and jx>wer of the truth, 
will be strong and shed a holy influence. 

Again: the danger of those traveling, whom God 
lias. not called, was shown me. If they do have some 
success, the qualifications that are lacking will Iks felt. 
Injudicious moves will bo made, and some precious 
jewels may bo driven off by a lack of wisdom, where 
they never can be reached. I saw that tho church 
should feel their responsibility, aud should look care- 
fully and atteutivcly at the liven, qualifications, and 
general course of those, who profess to bo teachers. 
And if unmistakable evidence is not given that God 
has called them, and that tho M woe" is upon them if 
they heed not this call, it is tho duty of tho church 
IP?' to act, and let it be known that 'they are not acknowl- 
edged teachers by tho church. This is the only course 
tho church can take in order to 1)0 clear in this mat- 
ter; for tho burden lays upon them. 

I saw that this door that the enemy comes in at, 
to perplex and trouble the flock, Can bo shut I in- 
quired of the angel how this door could be closed. 
Said he, u The church must flee to God's word, and 
become established upon gospel order which ha* been 
overlooked and nega ted." This is indispensably 
nocessarv to bring the church into the unity of tho 
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faith. I saw that they were in danger in tho apos- 
tles' days of being imposed upon and deceived by 
false teachers; and men were chosen by tho brethren, 
or church, who had ^ivon good evidence that they 
were capable of ruling well their own house, and 
preserving order in their own families; men 
that could enlighten those who were in darkness. 
Inquiry was mado of God coucenung them, and then, 
according to the mind of the church, aud tho Holy 
Ghost, they were set apart by the laying on of hands. 
Having received their commission from God, and hav- 
ing the approbation of tho church, they go forth bap- 
tizing in the name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 
and to administer tho ordinances of the Lords house, 
often waiting upon the saints by presenting them the 
emblems of the broken body and spilt blood of the cru- 
cified Saviour, to keep fresh in the memory of God's 
beloved children, his sufferings and death. 

I saw that we are no more secure from false 
teachers now than they were in tho apostles' days; 
and if wo do no more, we should take as special 
measures as they did to secure the peace, harmony 
an 1 union of tho flock. We have their example, and 
should follow it. Brethren of experience, and of a 
sound mind, should assemble, and follow the word of 
God, and with fervent prayer, and by the sanction of 
tho Spirit of God, should lay hands upon those who 
have given full proof that they have received their 
commission of God, and sot thorn apart to devote 
themselves entirely to the work. And by this act 
show tho approving voice of the church, in their go- 
ing f>rth as messengers to carry tho most solemn 
message ever given to men. 

God will not intrust the care of his precious flock 
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to men w ho <e minds ami judgment have boon weak- 
ened by former errors. that they have bcetijti, such 
as so-called p^rfecftoriism and spiritualism, and by 
their course, while in iheee errors, have brought re- 
proach iijt')n tho cause <>f truth ami disgraced them- 

selvos. And although they may now fad five Mom 
error, mid competent t-< > go forth to teach t!»i< last mea- 
sage, Goo will not accept them. lb* will not intrust 
predoos soots to u^eii baft; lor their judgment bai 
been pcrtferted while in ermr, and is now weakened. 

Tlio great ami holy One is a jealous God, and be 
will bhve holy men to carry his truth. The holy law, 
spoken by God from Sinai, is a part of himself, and 
Holy men, who are its strict ohseners, will alone hon- 
or him by teaching it to others. 

1 saw that the servants of God who teach the truth 
shoitld be men of judgment They should he men 
that can hoar opposition, and not get excited; for 
those ^ ho oppose the truth will pick those who teach 
it, and every objection that can he produced, in its 
-worst form, will he brought to hear against the truth. 
And the servants of God, who boar the message, 
must be prepared, with calmness and meekness, to 
remove these objections by the light of truth I saw 
that the opposers would often talk to ministers of Qod 
in a provoking manner, to call "out something from 
them of the same nature, that they can make as much 
of as possible, and declare to others thai the teachers 
of the commandments have a bitter spirit, and are 
harsh, ns lias been reported. 1 saw that ue must 
he prejfared f>r objections, and With patience, judg- 
ment and meekness let them have the weight they 
deserve, ami not throw them away, and dispose* of 
them by jh it ire nwrt ions, and bear down Upon tho 
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objector, ami manifest a hard spirit towards him, lait 
give the objections their weighty tn< ' n hting the 

light and the jx>wcr of tlie truth, and let it outwoj^h, 
;in<l ivniow the errors; and then a good impression 
will, ho left) Mild they will acknowledge that they have 

been doetiivedj and that the eotptiiaiidmentrkeepen 

are Hot what they have been represented to be. ^ ^ - 

Those who profess to be servants of the. living 
Qod, must be willing to be servants of all, instead of 
being exalted above the brethren, ami they must jk>s- 
sess a kind courteous spirit. If. they err, they should 
bo ready to confess thoroughly. Honesty of inten- 
tion cannot stand as an excuse for not confessing er- 
rors. Oonfeanpti would not lessen (He contidence of 

tlie church in the m< srvnger, and he would set a good 
example, a spirit of confession would l>e encourage* 1 
in the church, and sweot union would be the result. 
I have leen that, those who profess to bo teachers, 
should be patterns of piety, meekness, and of great 
humility, jKWsossing a kind spirit, to win souls to Je- 
sus, and tho truth of the Bible. A minister of Christ 
should Ix? pure in conversation and in actions. Ho 
should ever bear in mind that he is handling words 
of inspiration, words of a holy God. He must bear 
in mind that the flock is entrusted to his care, and he 
is to bear their cases to Jesus, and plead for them as 
Jesus pleads, for us to the Father. I was pointed 
bade to the children of Israel anciently, and saw how 
pure and holy the ministers of the Sanctuary had to 
be, because they wore brought by thoir work into a 
close connection with God.'- They that should min- 
ister, must bo holy, pure and without blemish, or Qod 
would destroy them, I saw that God had not 
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changed. He was just as holy and pure, junC rts par- 
ticular ns ever ho was. He cliangeth notl Those 
who profess to be the ministers ot Jesus, should bo 
hien of experience and deep ; piety, and then at all 
times, and in all places they can died a holy influence* 

I have seen, that it was now time for the mes- 
senger to move out wherever there was an owning, 
and God would go before them and would open the 
hearts of some to hear. New places inust l>e Entered, 
and when new places are visited it would he well to 
go two and two, so as to hold up each others hands, 
wherever they can consistently, and not neglect other 
places. It was shown me liko this. It would bo 
well for two brethren to start together, and travel in 
company together to the darkest places, where there 
is much opposition, and whero they need the most 
- labor, and with united efforts and strong faith set the 
truth before those in darkness. And then if they 
could accomplish more, by visiting many places, to go 
separately but often meet while on the tour to en- 
courage each other by their faith, and thereby 
st lengthen and hold up each others hands. Also, 
consult upon the places opened for them, and decide 
which of their gifts will bo the most needed, and in 
what way they can have the most success, and reach 
the heart And then as they separate again their 
courage and energy wHl be renewed to meet the op- 
position and' darkness, and to labor with feeling hearts 
to save perishing souls. 

I saw that the servants of God should not go ever 
and over the same field of labor, but should be search- 
ing out souls In hew places. Those who are already 
established in the truth should not demand bo much 
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of their labor; for they ought to be able to stand 
alone, and strengthen others about them while the 
messengers of God are in the dark and lonely places 
setting the truth before those who are not now en- 
lightened as to the present truth.

And as the servants of God enter the dark places, 
where the truth ha« not yet been proclaimed, thev 
have a wounded spirit caused by tho needless trials 
of their brethren. In addition to all this, they havo 
to meet the unbelief and prejudice of opposers and 
be trampled upon by some. 

How much easier it would be for the servant of 
God to affect the heart, and how much more would 
God be glorified, if his sen-ants were free from dis- 
couragement and trial, that they might labor for him 
more effectually, and with a free spirit, preseni the 
truth in its l^auty. 
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Those who have been guilty of retiring bo mne 
labor of God's servants, and burdening them with 
trials, Whfch belonged to themselves to settle, will 
have to give an account to God for al the . time and 
means t£t has been B P ent to «atify TlT n 1 
thereby Fatisfying tho enemy. 1 fa A«dd « in ft 
situation to hilptlicLr brethren. The* b-uM new 
defer thoir trials and difficulties to burden a whole 
foeefoft or wait until some of tho messengers come 
rsettirthonu But pot right before.Ood, have tho 
trials all out of tho way, and lo prepare^ lo hold ap 
the hands of the laborer instead of weening them.

See Jo-v m, 14- 
i20 They are u ncttJier cold nor hot, but 'luke- 
warm » And unless they heed tho counsel of the 
* faithful and True Witness," and /oalousJy repent, 
'land obtain • gold tried in the filtf " white raiment, 
land u eye-salve," he will Spue them out of his month. 

Tlie time has come when a largo portion of those 
*ho once rejoiced, and shouted aloud for joyj m m< -w 
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of tho immediate coming of the Lord, are otl the 
ground of the churches and world whoVonco scoffed 

at, and derided them for believing that Jesus was 

coming, and circulated all manner of falsehoods to 
raise prejudice against them, and destroy their influ- 
ence. If any one longs after the living God, and 
hungers. and thirsts for rightoousnoss, and God gives 
them to feel his power, and satisfies their longing 
soul, by shedding abroad his love in their hearts, and 
if they glorify G<xl hy praising him, they are, by those 
professed believers in tho soon coming of the Lord, 
often considered deluded, and charged with having 
mesmerism or some wicked spirit 

Many of those professed Christians dross, talk and 
a< t like tho world, and the only thing by which they 
may be known, is their profession, 'though they 
profess to bo looking for Christ, their conversation is 
not in heaven, but on worldly tiling. 

" What manner of jiersona" ought those to be u in 
all holy conversation and godliness," who profess to 
lw * looking for, and hasting unto the day of God?" 
2 Pet iii, 11. " Every man that hath this hope in 
him, purihYf h himself, oven as ho is pure." 1 John 
iii, 8, But it is evident that many who bear the ad- 
vent name, study more to decorate their bodies, and 
Bppeaf well in tho eyes of the world, than they do 
tho word of God, to learn how they may be approved 
of him. 

What if the lovely Jesus, our pattern, should make 
his appearance among them, and tho professors of re- 
ligion generally, as at his first Advent f He was bom 
in a manger. Follow him along through his life 
and ministry. Ho was a man of sorrows and acquaint- 
ed with grief. These professed Christians would be. 
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ashamed of the meek ana lowly Saviour who wore • 

plain, seamlees coat, and had not whew to ray Ihb 
bead. His Ri>otlws self-denying life would condemn 
them] hh holy solemnity would be a painful re- 
ntraint upon their lightness and vnin laughter, his 
guileless conversation would be a check to their world- 
ly juid covetous conversation; his declaring the un- 
varnished, cutting truth, would manifest their real 
character, and they would wish to get fa meek 1 at- 
torn, the lovely Jesus, out of the way as BOOH as pos- 
sible They would be among the first to try to catch 
him in his words, and raise the cry, Crucify html 
Cnicifv him! . ' 

Let us follow Jesus as he so meekly rode into Je- 
rusalem, when "the whole multitude of the disciples 
Win to rejoice and praise God with a bud race, 
* * * Saying, Blessed bo the King that cometli 
hi the name of the Lord. Peace in heaven, and glo- 
ry in tho highest. Some of the Pharisees from 
among tho multitude said unto him, Master, rebuke 
thv dimples. And he answered and said unto them, 
1 teli you, that if these should hold their peace tho 
stones would immediately cry out" A large portion 
of those who profess to be looking for Christ would 
be as forward as the Pharisees were, to have the dis- 
cipjes silenced, and they would doubtless raise tho 
cry Fanaticism ! Mesmerism ! Mesmerism f And the 
disciples, spreading their garments and branches of 
palm trees in the way, would be thought extravagant 

and wild. . ... 

But God Will have a people on the earth that will 
not Ik) so cold and dead but that they can praise and 
glorify him. He will receive glory from some peo- 
ple, and if his chose* people, who keep his com- 



mandment* should hold their peace tho very stones 
w >uld cry out. 

Jesus is coming, but not as at his first Advent, a 
babe in Bethlehem, not as he rode into Jerusalem, 
when tho disciples praised God with a loud voice and 
cried, llosannah ; but in the glory of the Father, and 
with all the retinue of holy angels with him, to es- 
cort him on his way to earth. All heaven will bo 
en15»tied of til.- angels. While the waiting saints will 
be looking for him, and gazing into heaven, as wero 
the * men of Galilee" when he ascended from tho 
Mount of Olivet. Then, those only who aro holy, 
those who have followed fully the meek Pattern will, 
with rapturous joy, exclaim as they behold him, " Lo, 
this is our God, we have Wailed (of him. and ho will 
save us." And they will be changed "in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump," that 
wakes the sleeping saints, and calls them forth from 
their dosty beds, clothed with glorious immortality, 
shouting.

Dear Brethren and Sisters : — Do we believe 
with all the heart that Christ is booh coming! And 
that we are now having tho last menage of mercy 
that is ever to he given to a guilty world ? Is ^ur 
example what it should bo? And do we Axm to 
those around us, by our lives nnd h oly conversation, 
that we are looking for the glorious appearing of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, to change these vile 
bodies and fashion them like unt > hip glorious body ? 
I fear that wo do not believe; ami realize these things 
as we should. 'Those who believe the important 

truths that we profeps to believe, should act out their 
faith, in the immediate, coming of Christ. There is 
too much seeking amusements, and things to take up 
tho mind hero in this world; the mind is left too 
much to run upon pride of dress; and the tongue is 
engaged too often in light and tritling conversation, 
which gives the lie to our profession, for tho eonwjr- 
aation is not in heaven from whence wo look for fno 
Saviour. 

Angels are watching over us, to guard us; and we 
often grieve these angels by indulging in trifling con- 
versation, jesting and joking, and also by sinking down 
in a careless, stupid state. And although we may 
make an effort now and then for the victory, and ob- 
tain it, yet if we do not keep it, but sink down in the 
same careless, indifferent state, unable to endure tempt- 
ations, and to resist the enemy, it in not enduring the 
trial of our faith, that is more precious than gold. It 
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is iint suffering f >r Christ's sake, and glorying in 
tribulation. 

There is a great lack of christian fortitude, and 
BOtving God from principle. We should not seek to 
please and gratify self ; but lb honor and glorify God, 
and in all we do aud say, have a single oyo to his 
glory. If we would let our hearts be impressed with 
the following important words, and over hear them 
in mind, we should not so easily fall into temptation ; 
but our words would be few and well chosen. 

"He was wounded for our transgressions, ho was 
bruised for our iniquities; the chastisement of our 
beace was upon him; and with his stripes wo are 
healed." "Every idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment." * Thou God seest ine." 

Wo could not think of these important words, and 
call to mind the sufferings of Jesus for us sinners, 
that wo might receive pardon from our sins and be 
redeemed unto God by his most precious blood, with- 
out feeling a holy restraint upon us, and an earnest 
desire to siifl'cr for him, who suffered and endured so 
much for us. 

*Tf we dwell on these things, dear self, with its dig- 
nity, will bo humbled; a child-like simplicity will 
take itaplaoe, which will bear reproof from others, 
and will not bo easily provoked, and suffer a self-willed 
spirit to come in and rule tho soul. The true chris- 
tian's joyp, and consolation, must and will be in 
heaven. 

The longing souls of those who have tasted of tho 
powers of tho world to come, and havo feasted on 
heavenly joys, will not be satisfied, or amused, with 
things of eartlu Such will find enough to do in their 



IfVrro moments. Their souls will bo drawn out after 
God. Where the treasure is, there will be their heart, 
holding sweet communion with the God they love 
and worship. Their amusements will be in contem- 
plating their treasure — (he holy city — the earth made 
new — their eternal home. And while they dwell 
upon these things, which are lofty, pure and holy, 
h. 11 will be brought near, and they will feel the 
power of the Holy Spirit, which will tend to wean 
thorn from the world more and more, and cause their 
consolat ion and chief joy to be in the things of heav- 
en, their sweet home. The power of attraction to 
God and heaven will be so great, that nothing can 
d :aw their mind from the groat object of securing 
th«'ir soul's salvation, and honoring and glorifying God. 

As I realize how much has b» < d done for us, to 
beep US, right) I am led to exclaim, O, what love! 
What wondrous love hath the Son of God for us 
p< < r sinners! Should we be stupid and careless, 
whik every thing is being done f»»r our salvation that 
can le done? All heaven is interested f<»r us. We 
should be alive and awake, to honor, glorify ana adore 
Ihe High and Lofty One. Our hearts should flow 
rut in love and gratitude to him who has been so full

Faithfulness* 

Tiitc Lord has shown me that great interest should 
be taken by Sabbath-keepers to keep up their meet- 
ings and make them interesting. There has been a 
lack of interest, and there is great necessity of more 
energy being manifested by the command men t-keep- 
ers in their meetings. All should have something to 
nay for the Lord, and by so doing they would be 
blest A book of remembrance is written of those 
who do not forsake the assembling of themselves to- 
gether, and speak often one to another. 

The remnant are to overcome by the blood of the 



Lamb and tho word of their testimony. Some ex- 
pect to overcome alone by the blood of the Lamb, 
without making any special effort of their own. I 
saw that God had been merciful in giving us the pow- 
er of speech. He had given us tongue and utter- 
ance, and wo are accountable to him for it, and we 
should glorify God with our mouth, speaking in hon- 
or of his unbounded mercy, and of tho truth, and over- 
come by tho word of our testimony, through the 
blood of the Lamb* 

Wo should not come together to remain silent; 
those only are remembered of the Lord, who come 
together to honor and glorify him, to speak of his 
glory, and tell of his power ; and upon such the bless- 
in<X of God will rest, and they will be refreshed. If 
all moved as I saw they should, no precious time 
would run to waste, and no reproofs would be needed 
for long prayers and exhortations; for all the time 
would be occupied by short, sweet testimonies, and 
prayers to tho point Ask, believe and receive. There 
is too much mocking God, too much praying that is 
no praying', and that wearies angels and displeases 
God. Too many vain, unmeaning petitions. -'first 
we should feel needy, and then ask God for the Very 
things wo need, and then believe he gives them to 
us, even while We ask ; and then, I saw, that our faith 
would grow, all would be edified, the weak would be 
strengthened, the discouraged and desponding made 
to look up, and believe that God is a rewarder of j 
all those who diligently seek him. / 

Some hold back in meetings because they have 
nothing new to say, and must repeat the same story if 
they speak. I saw that prido was at the bottom of 
this. That God and angels witnessed the testimo- 



hie of the saints, and the Lord was well pleased, 
and was glorified by their testimonies repeated woek- 
^Jy. The Lord and his holy angels lovo simplicity 
and humility. I saw that God had been displeased, 
and angels grieved, that professed heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Jesus, should suffer precious time to 
run to waste in their meetings. 

If the brethren and sisters were in the place they 
should be, they would not be at a loss to find some- 
thing to 6ay in honor of Jesus, who hung upon Cal- 
vary s cross for their sins. If they would cherish 
more of a realizing sense of the condescension of God 
in giving his only beloved Son to die, a sacrifice for 
our sins and transgressions, and the sufferings and 
anguish of Jesus to make a way of escape for guilty 
man, that he might receive pardon and live, they 
would be more ready to extol and magnify Jesus. 
They could not hold their peace; but with thankful- 
ness and gratitude, would talk of his glory, and tell 
of his power. And blessings from God would rest 
Upon them by so doing. Even if the same story was 
repeated, God would, be glorified. 

The Angel shewed mo those who ceased not day 
nor ni^ht, crying, Holy, Holy, Lord, God Almighty. 
/y Continual repetition, said the Angel, " yet God is 
glorified by it" Although we may tell the same 
story over and over, it honors God, and shows that 
we are not unmindful of him and his goodness and 
^mercies to us. 

I saw that the nominal churches had fallen ; that 
coldness and death reigns in their midst If they 
woidd follow the Word it would humble them. But 
they get above the work of the Lord. It is too 
humbling for them to repeat the Fame simple story 



of God's goodness when they meet together; and 
they try to get something new; something great, and 
study to have their words exact to the ear, and please 
man, and God's Spirit has left them. When we fol- 
low the humble, Bible way, we shall have tho mov- 
ingS of the Spirit of God.* All will be in sweet har- 
mony, if we follow the humble channel of truth, de- 
pending wholly upon God, and thero will be no dan- 
ger of being affected by tho evil angels. It is when 
souls get above the Spirit of God, moving in their 
own strength, that the angels cease watching over 
them, and they are left to tho bufTetings of satan. 

1 saw that duties were laid down for us in God's 
word, to bo performed to keep the people of God 
.humble and separate from the world, and from back- 
stiding, like the nominal churches. Washing feet, 
and the Turd's supper should l>e more frequently 
practiced. Jesus sot us the example, and told us to 
do as he had done. I saw that tho example of 
Christ should be as exactly followed as possible; yet 
brethren and sisters have not always moved as judi- 
ciously as they should in washing feet, and confusion 
ha* been caused. It should be introduced into new 
places with carefulness and wisdom, especially where 
the people are not informed relative to tho example 
and teachings of our Lord on this point, and where 
they have prejudice against it. Many honest souls 
are much prejudiced against this plain duty, through 
the influence of their former teachers in whom they 
had confidence; and the subject should be introduced 
to them in a proper time and manner. 

Thero is no example given in the Word for breth- 
ren to wash sisters' feet; but there is an example for 
sisters to wash the feet of brethren. Mary washed 
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the feel of Jesus with her tea?-s, and wiped them 
trith the hairs of her head. Also we 1 Tim. v, 10, 
I saw that the Lord had moved upon sister* to wash 
tho feet of brethren, and that it was according to gos- 
pel order. All should movo understandingly, and 
not mako tho washing of feet a tedious ceremony. 

Tho holy salutation mention* .] fa the gospel of 
Jesus Chrisr as taught by the apostle Paul, should 
Gver be regarded in its true character, // is a holy 
kiss. It should bo regarded as a sign of fellowship 
to Christian friends, when parting, and meeting again 
after a separation for weeks or months. In 2 The^s. 
v, 26, Paul says:— "Greet all the brethren with an 
holy kiss." And in the same chapter he says: — "Ab- 
stain from all appearance of evil/' Verse 22. There 
can be no appearance of evil when the holy kiss is 
given at a proper time and place. 

I saw that the strong hand of the enemy is set 
against the work, and the help and strength of every 
one who loves the cause of truth, should bo enlisted; 
and great interest manifested by them to uphold the 
hands of those who advocate the truth. And by 
steady watch-care, shut out the enemy. All should 
stand as one, united in this work. Every energy of 
their soul should be awake ; for what is done must 
be done quickly. 

I then saw the third angel. Said my accompany- 
ing angel, * Fearful is his work. Awful is his mis- 
sion. He is the angel that is to select the wheat 
from the tares, and seal or bind the wheat for the 
heavenly garner. These things should engross the 
whole mind, the whole attention."

To Those of Lit ft* Experience* 

Some, I saw, had not a realizing sense of the im- 
portance of the truth, or its effects, and often moved 
from the impulse of the moment, or from excitement, 
following their feelings, and disregarding church or- 
der, thinking that religion consists chiefly in making 
a noise. Some who have but just received the truth 
of the third angel's message, are ready to reprove 
and teach those who have been established in the 
truth for years, and have felt its sanctifying power, 
and have suffered for tho truth's sake. Those who 
are so puffed up by the enemy will have to feel tho 
sanctifying influence of tho truth, and will have to 
have a realizing sense of where the truth found them, 
and hour; that they were ** wretched, miserable, and 
. poor and blind and naked." 

When the truth begins to purify them and purge away 
their dross and tin, as it surely will when it is received, 
in the love of it, the one who has this great work done 
for him will not feel that he is rich and increased in 
goods, and has need of nothing. 

Those who profess the truth, and before they have 
learned its first principles, think they know it all, and 
are forward to take the place of teachers, and reprove 
those who for years have stood stiffly for the truth, 
plainly show that they have no understanding of the 
truth, and know none of its effects ; for if they knew 
any of its sanctifying power, they would yield the 
peaceable fruits of righteousness, and be humbled un- 
der its sweet, powerful influence. They would bear 
fruit to the glory of God, and understand what the 
truth has done for them, and esteem others better 
than themselves. 

I saw that the remnant were not prepared for what 
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is coming upon the earth. Stupidity, like tho loth- 
argy, seemed to hang upon the minds of most of those 
WnO profess to believe that we are hating tho last 
message. My accompanying angel cried out with 
awful solemnity, u Get ready ! get ready ! get read v ! 
for the fierce anger of the Lord is soon to come. His 
wratli is to be poured out unmixed with mercy, and 
ye are not ready. Rend the heart, and not tho gar- 
ment A great work must be done for the remnant 
They are, many of them, dwelling upon little trials." 
Said tho angel, M Legions of evil angels are around 
you, and jiro trying to press in their awful darkness, 
that ye may be ensnared and taken. Ye suffer your 
mind to bo diverted too readily from the work of 
preparation, and the all-important truths for theso last 
days. And ye dwell upon little trials, and go into 
minute particulars of littlo difficulties to explain thorn 
to the satisfaction of this one or that" Conversation 
has been protracted for hours between tho parties con- 
cerned, and not only has their time been wasted, but 
the sonants of God are held to listen to them, when 
the hearts of both partita are unsubdued by prace. 
If pride and selfishness were laid aside, five minutes 
would remove most difficulties. Hours have been 
spent in justifying self, which has grieved angels, and 
displeased God. I saw that God will not wait and 
bow down and listen to long justifications, and he did 
not want his servants to do so, and precious time be 
wasted^ that should be spent in showing transgressors 
the error of their ways, and pulling souls out of the fire. 

I saw that God's people wero on tho enchanted 
ground; and some have lost nearly all sense of the 
shortness of time, and the worth of the soul. Pride 
has crept in among Sabbath-keepers, pride of dress 
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and appearance. Said the angel, " SaWjath-keopew 
will^iave to die to self, die to pride and love of ap- 
probation* 1 

Truth, saving truth, must be given to the starving 
j pie, who a:e in darkness. 1 saw that many pray- 
ed for God to humble them; but if God answered 
their prayer, it would be by terrible things in right- 
eousness It was their duty to humble themselves. 
I paw that if self-exaltation was suffered to come in, 
it would surely lead souls astray, and if not overcome, 
prove their ruin. When one begins to get lifted up 
in his own eyes, and thinks he can do something, the 
Spirit of God is w ithdraw n, and he goes on in his own 
strength until he is overthrown. One saint, I saw, 
could move the arm of God if he. were right; but 
a multitude together, if they were wrong, would be 
weak, and could effect nothing. 

I BftH that many had unsubdued, unhumbled hearts, 
and were thinking more of their own little grievances 
and trials than the souls of sinners. If they had the 
gloty of God ho view, they would feel for perishing 
souk around them; and as they realised their peril- 
ous situation, would take hold with energy, exercis- 
ing filith in God, and hold up the hands of his ser- 
vant, that they may boldly, yet in love, declare the 
truth, and warn souls 1o lay bold upon it, before the 
sweet voice of mercy dies away. 

Bai I the angel, "Those who profess his name are 
not ready. 91 i saw the seven last plagues were com- 
ing upon the shelterlefs heads of the wicked; and 
then tli«»se who have stood in their way will hear tho 
bitter reproaches of sinners and their hearts will faint 
within tbem. 
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Said the angel, u Ye hare been nicking at straws," 
(dwelling upon little trials,) and sinners must be lost. 
I saw that God was willing to work for ns in onr 
Meetings] and it was his pleasure <'> work. Satan 
says " 1 will hinder the work." His agents say, 
Anion. Professed believers in (Ik- truth (lwelfupon 
their petty trials and difficulties which satan has mag- 
nified befoTe them. Time that can never he recalled 
is wasted. The enemies of the truth have seen oar 
weakness, God has been grieved, Christ wounded. 
Satan 8 object is accomplished, his plans have suc- 
ceeded, and he triumphs! 



Self Denial. 

I 8 aw that thore was danger of the saints making 
too great preparations for conferences ; thai snmoWero 
bmnbered with too much serving; that the appetite 
inust be denied. There is danger of smn<> attending 
the meetings for the loaros and fishes. 

I saw all those who are indulging self by using 
the filthy weed, [tobacco,] should lay it aside, and put 
their means to abetter use. Those, who deprive them 
selves of some gratification, and take the means they 
formerly used to gratify the appetite, and put it into 
tils treasury of the Lord, sacrifice; and, like the wid- 
ow's two mites, it will be notieed of God. The 
amount may be small; but if all will do this, it will 
tell in the treasury. And if all would study to l>o 
more economical in their articles of dress, and deprive 
themselves of some things which are not actually 
necessary, and lay aside such useless and injurious 
things as tea, <fec., and give what they cost to the 
cause, they would receive more blessings here, and a 
reward in heaven. Many think, because God haa 



given them the means, they may live almost above 
w.-mt, cm have rich food, and clothe themselves 
abundantly, and that it is no virtue to deny themselves 
when they have enough. Such do not sacrifice. Tf 
they would livo a little poorer, and give to the cause 
of God, to help forward the truth, it would be a sac- 
rifice on their part, and when God rewards every man 
according to their works, it will l>e remcniberodby him. 

Irrevfrfiic«i 

I raw that God's Holy Namo should be used 
with reference, and awe. Said the angel, "Couple 
them not together; f«>r fearful is His Name." I 
saw that God Almighty was coupled together, and 
used by BOme in meeting in a careless, thoughtless 
manner, which was displeasing to God. They have 
no realizing sense of God, or the truth; or they would 
not speak so irreverently of the great and dreadful 
God, who is soon to judge them in the last day. 
Those who realize the greatness and majesty of God, 
will take his name on tlieir lij>s with holy awe. He 
dwelled] in light inapproachable; no man can see 
him and live. I saw that these things would have to 
be understood and corrected where they exist, before 
the church can prosper. 

I False Shepherd** 

I hay k been shown the false shepherds, that they 
•were drunk, but not with wine; they stagger but not 
^-Vith strong drink. The truth of God is sealed up to 
tliem ; tin y cannot read it. When they are interro- 
gated as to what the seventh-day Sabbath is, whether 
jt is the true Sabbajh of the Bible, they lead the 
mind to fables. I saw that the prophets were like 
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the foxes of the deserts. Biey have not gone tip 
into the gaps, they have n>»t made up the hedge, that 
the people of God nnv stand in the battle in the day 
of the Lordi When these shepherds see rhe minds 
of any stirred up, and they begin to inquire of them 
about, tho truth, they take* the easiest and best man- 
ner for themselves, to quiet their mroda and effect 
their object, even to the changing of their own position. 

Light has shone to many of these shepherds; but 
they would uot acknowledge it, but have changed 
their position a number of times to evade the truth, 
and pet away from conclusion** that they must come 
to, if they continued in their former positions; while 
tho power of truth toro up their foundation. And 
instead of yielding to the force of truth, they would 
get upon another plat form, that they were not satis- 
fied with themselves. 

I saw that many of these shepherds had denied 
the past teachings of God ; had denied and rejected 
tho glorious truths which they once zealously advo- 
cated, and covered them with mesmerism, and 
all kinds of delusions. I saw they wore drunken, but 
not with wine, they staggered but not with strong 
drink. They were drunken with error, and were lead- 
ing on their flock to death. 

Many of the opposers of God\s truth, devise mis- 
chief in their heads upon their beds, and in the day, 
they carry out their mischief and wieked devices, to 
put down tho truth, and get something new to inter- 
est, and take the minds of their people, and divert 
thom from the precious, all-important truth. I saw- 
that the priests who are leading on their flock to 
death, are soon to be arrested in their dreadful career. 
The plagues of God are coming and after one or two 
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lias fallen, and they are tormented with the ptagUOft, 
it is not enough; for all this, his haul is stretehil 
out still, and will not be brought to himself again, 
until his pur|>osos aro fully accomplished, and they 
will be led to worship at the saints' feet, and aeknowl- 
edge that God has loved them, because they held 
fast the truth, and kept God's commandments. And

]f God has delivered us from such darkness and er- 
ror, wo should stand fast in tho liberty wherewith he 
r has set us free, and rejoice in the truth. God is di - 

pleased with those who go to listen to error, when 
they are not obliged to; for unless he sen Is uh to those 
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meetings, where error k farced home to tho people 
by the power of tho will, he will not keep us. The 
angels cease their watchful care over us, and we are 
loft to tho buffbtings of the enemy, to he darkened 
and woakened by him, and tho power of his evil an- 
gels; and tho light around us becomes contaminated 
with the darkness. 

I saw that we had no time to throw away in list- 
ening in fables. Onr minds should not be thus di- 
verted; but should be occupied with the present 
truth, and seeking wisdom that we may obtain a 
more thorough knowledge of oar position; that with 
meekness we may give a reason of our hoj>c from the 
Scriptures. While the mind is occupied in hearing 
false doctrines, and dangerous error, pressed upon the 
hearers, it cannot bo dwelling upon the truth which 
is to tit and prepare tho house of Israel to stand in 
the day of the Lord,

TESTIMONY FOR THE CHURCH, 



November 20th while in prayer, the Spirit of the 
Lord suddenly and powerfully came upon me, and 
1 was taken off in vision. 

1 Baw that the Spirit of tho Lord has been dying 
away from tho Church. Tho servants of the Lord 
have trusted too much to tho strength of argument, 
and have not had that firm reliance ityon God that 
they should have. I saw that the mere argument of 
the truth will not move souls to take a stand with 
the remnant, for the truth is unpopular. Tho ser- 
vants of God must have the truth in the soul. Said 
the angel, K They must get it warm from glory, car- 
ry it in their bosoms, and pour it out fan tho warmth 
and earnestness of tho soul to those that hear." A 
few that are conscientious are ready to decide from 
tho weight of evidence, but it* is impossible to move 
many with a mere theory of truth. There must be 
a power to attend the truth, a living testimony to 
move them. 

I saw that the Enemy was busy to destroy souli. 
Exaltation has come into the ranks, and I saw that 
there must bo more humility. There is too much of 
an independence of spirit indulged in amoflg the mes- 
Bcngers. It must bo laid aside, and there must bo a 
drawing together of tho servants of God. There has 



been too much a spirit like this, "Am I my brother s 
keeper?" Said the angel, " Yea thou art thy broth- 
er's keeper. Ye must have a watchful care for thy 
brother, be interested for his wcllfaro, and cherish a 
kind, loving spirit towards him. Press together, 
press together." Cod designed man should ho open- 
hearted, and honest, without affectation, humble, 
meek, with simplicity. This is the principle of heav- 
en. God ordered it so. JUit poor frail man has 
sought out something different— to follow his own 
way, and carefully attend to his own self-interest. 

1 asked tho angel why simplicity had been shut 
out from the Church, and pride and exaltation come 
in. I saw that this is the reason why wo have al- 
most been delivered into tho hand of the Enemy. 
Said the angel, "Look ye, and ye shall Bee that this 
feeling prevails, Am T my brother's keeper ?" Again, 
said tho angel, "Thou art thy brother's keeper." 
Thy profession, thy faith requires thee to deny thy- 
self and sacrifice to God, or thou wilt bo unworthy 
of eternal life, for it was purchased for thee dearly, 
even by the agony, tho sufferings, and blood of the 
beloved Son of God." 

I saw that many in different places, Kast and West 
were adding farm to (arm, and land to land, and 
houses to houses, and they make the cause of God 
their excuse, saying they do this that they may help 
the cause. They shackle themselves so that they 
can be but little benefit to the cause; some buy a 
piece of land and labor with all their might to pay 
for it. Their timo is so occupied they can spend hut 
little timo to pray, and serve God, and gain strength 
from him to overcome their besetmrnts. They are 
in debt, and when the cause needs their help they can- 
not assist for they must ret free from debt first. 



And as soon as they are free from debt they are far- 
ther from helping the cause than before, for they in- 
volve themselves again in adding to their property, 
and flatter themselves that this course is right, that 
they will use the avails in the cause, when they are 
actually laying up treasure here. They love tho 
(ruth in word, but not in work. They love the 
cause just as much as their works show. They love 
the world more and tho cause of God less, and their 
attraction to earth grows stronger, and the attraction 
to heaven weaker. Their heart is with their treasure 
Their set tho example to those around them that they 
are intending to stay here, that this .world is their 
home. Said the angel, "Thou art thy brothers 
keeper. 91 

I saw that many have indulged in needless expense, 
merely to gratify tho feelings, tho taste, and the eye, 
when the cause has needed the very means, and when 
somo of the servants of God were poorlv clothed, and 
crippled in their labor for lack of means. Said the 
angel, " Their time to do will soon bo past. Their 
works show that self is their idol, and to it they sac- 
rifice. Self must first bo gratified, their feeling is, 
1 Km I mj brother's keeper?" Warning after warn- 
ing many have received, but heeded not. Self is the 
main object, and to it every thing must bow. 

I saw that tho spirit of sacrifice was almost gone 
from the Church, self-denial has almost failed, self 
and self Interest come first, and then if they can as 
well as not, they will do what they think they can 
for the cause. Such a sacrifice I saw was lame and 
not accepted of God. All, I saw, should be interest- 
ed to do their utmost to advance the, cause. I saw 
^hat those who have no possessions here, but have 
strength of body, were accountable to God for their 



strength. They should be diligent in business and 
fervent in spirit, they should not leave those that 
have possessions to do all the sacrificing. I saw that 
they could sacrifice, and that it was their duty to do 
so, as well as those that have property. But often 
those individuals that have no possessions do not re- 
alize that they can deny themselves in many ways, 
can lay out less upon their bodies, and to gratify their 
tastes, and apetites, and find much to spare the cause, 
and lay up in Heaven, a treasure. I saw that there 
was loveliness and beauty in the truth, but take the 
power of God away, and it is powerless. 

I saw it was.cven so, "From Even to Even shall 
ye celebrate your Sabbath." Said the angel, 'Take 
the word of God, read It, understand, and ye cannot 
orr. Read carefully, and ye shall there find what 
Even is, and when it is." I asked the angel if the 
frown of God had been upon his people for commenc- 
ing the Sabbath as they have. I was directed back, 
back to the first rise of the Sabbath. I followed the 
people of God up to this time, and did not see that 
God was displeased, or frowned upon them. I in- 
quired why it had been thus, that at this late day we 
must change the time of commencing the Sabbath. 
Said the angel, " Ye shall understand, but not yet,

I saw the servants of God must draw together,

I was shown the case of Stephenson and Hall of 
"Wisconsin. I saw that they were convicted while 
we were at Wisconsin, in June 1854, that the visions 
were of God, but they examined them and compared 
them with the Age to come, and because the visions ^ 
did not agree with their views of the Age to come, i 
they sacrificed the visions for the Age to come. And g 
while on their journey East, Inst Spring, they were \^ 
both wrong and designing. They have stumbled over ^ 
the Age to come, and they are ready to take any * 
course to injure the /fci?teif;and its friends must be S£ 
awake and do what they can to save the children of 
God from deception. They are uniting with a lying 
and corrupt people. They have had evidence of this. > 
And while they were professing sympathy and union v> 
with Jmh^s, they (especially Stephenson) were biting i 
like an adder behind his back. And while their 
words were smooth with him, they were inflam- 
ing Wisconsin against the Review And its conductors. 
Especially was Stephenson active in this matter. And 
their object has been to have the Review publish the 
Age to come, or destroy its influence. And while 
James was open-hearted and unsuspecting, seeking 
ways to remove their jealousy, and frankly opening 
to them the affairs of the Office, and trying to help 
and assist them, they were watching for evil, and ob- 
serving every thing with a jealous eye. Said the angel 
as I beheld them. " Think ye, feeble man, that ye 
can stav the work of God. Feeble man, one touch 
of his ringer can lay thee prostrate. * He will suffer 
thee but a little while." 

I was pointed back to the rise of the Advent doc- 
trine, and even before that time, and saw that there 
had not been a parallel to the deception, misrepre- 
sentation and falsehood that has been practiced by 
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the Messenger party, or such an association of cor- 
rupt hearts under a cloak of religion. Some honest 
hearts hare been influenced by them, concluding 
that they had at least some cause for their state- 
ments, thinking them incapable of uttering such 
glaring falsehoods. I saw that such will have ev- 
idence of the truth of these matters. I saw that 
the Church of God should move straight along as 
though there was not such a people in the world. 

I saw that decided efforts should bo made to 
show those who were unchristian In their lives, 
their wrongs, and if they do not correct their lives, 
they should be separated from the precious and holy, 
that God may have a clean and pure people that ho 
can delight in. Dishonor him not by linking or unit- 
ing tho clean with the unclean. 

1 was shown somo coming from the East to the 
West. I saw that it should not be the object of 
those who leave the East for the "West to get rich, 
but to win souls to tho truth. Said the angel, ''Let 
thy works show it is not for honor, or to lay up a 
treasure on earth, that ye have movod West, but to 
hold up and exalt tho standard of truth." I saw that 
those who move West should bo like men waiting 
for their Lordy* "Be a living example," sai d th e »n- 
frel^to thrmo-iH the West.V Let your works show 
that you are God's peculiar people, and that you 
have a peculiar work, tho last messnge of mercy to 
the world. Let your works show to those around 
you that this world is not your home." I saw that 
those who have entangled themselves should go free, 
break the snare of the Enemy. Lay not up treas- 
ure upon earth, but show by your lives that you are 
laying upJreasure in heaven. If God has called thco 
West, hem& arrrorjc for thee to do, an exalted work. 



Let your faith and experience help those who have 
not a Living experience. Let not the attraction be to 
this poor, dark speck of a world, but let it be upward 
to God. glory and heaven. Let not the care and per- 
plexity of farms here engross thy mind, but ye can 
safely be wrapt up in contemplating Abraham's farm. 
We are heirs to that immortal inheritance. Wean thy 
abjections from earth and dwell upon heavenly things. 

I saw that great responsibility rests upon parents. 
Their must not bo led by their children, but must 
lead them- I was referred to Abraham. He com- 
manded his household after hi«m, and it was remem- 
bered of God. lie was faithful in his house. I was 
then referred to the case of Eli. He restrained not 
his children, and they were wicked and vile in Isra- 
el. They led Israel astray by their wickedness. 
And when God made known their sins to Samuel, 
and the heavy curse that was to follow, because Eli 
restrained them not, God said their sins should not 
be purged with sacrifice nor offerings forever. When 
Samuel told ESU what the Lord had shown him, BU 
submitted to it and said, <l It is the Lord, let him do 
what secmeth him good." Tho curse of God soon 
followed. Those wicked priests were slain, and thir- 
ty thousand of Israel were also slain, and tne Ark of 
(lod was taken by their energies. And when Eli 
heard that tho Ark of God was taken, he fell back- 
ward and died. All this evil resulted from Eli's not 
restraining his sons. I saw if God was so particu- 
lar as to notice such things anciently, ho is- no less 
particular in these last days. 

Parents must govern \Jieir children, correct their 
passions, and subdue them, or God will surely de- 
stroy the children in tho day of his fierce anger, and 
the parents who have not governed their children will 
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not be blameless. Especially should the servants of 
God govern their own families, and have them in 
good subjection. I saw they were not prepared to 
judge or decide in matters of the Church, unless 
they could rule well their own house. They must 
have order at home first, and then their judgment 
and influence will tell in the Church. 

I saw that the reason why visions have not been 
more frequent of late, is, they have not been appre- 
ciated by the Church. The Church have nearly lost 
their spirituality and faith, and the reproofs and warn- 
ings have had but little elfect upon them. Many of 
those who have professed faith in them, have not 
heeded them. 

Some have taken an injudicious course; they have 
talked their faith to unbelievers, and when the proof 
was asked, they have read a vision instead of going 
to the Bible for proof. I saw this course was incon- 
^ sistcnt, and it prejudiced the unbelievers against the 
truth, for the visions could have no weight with 
them. They had never seen them, and knew noth- 
ing of the spirit of them, and they should not be re- 
ferred to, In their case. E. G. White.

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Other Testimony* 

When at Battle Creek, Mich., May 5th, 1855, I 
saw that there was a great lack of faith in the ser- 
vants of God, as well as the Church. They were too 
easily discouraged ; were too ready to doubt God ; too 
willing to believe they had a hard lot, and that God 
had forsaken them. I saw that this was cruol. God 
had so loved them as to give his dearly beloved Son 
to die for them, and all heaven was interested in their 
salvation ; yet it was hard after all that has been 
done for them, to believe and trust so kind and good 
a Father. He has said he was more willing to givo 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask him. than earthly 
parents are to give good gifts to their children. I 
saw that the servants of God and the Church wero 
too easily discouraged. When they asked their Fath- 
er in heaven for things they thought they needed, and 
because it did not immediately come, their faith wav- 
ered, their courage fled, and a murmuring feeling took 
possession of them. This I saw displeased God. 

Kvery saint that comes to God with a true heart, 
in faith, and sends their honest petitions to him, will 
have their prayers answered. Their faith must not 
let go of the promises of God if they do not see op. 
feel the immediate answer of their prayers. Be not 
afraid to trust God. Rely upon his sure promise, 
"Ask and ye shall receive." God is too wise to err, 
and too good to withhold any good thing from his 
saints that walk uprightly. Man is erring, and al- 
though his petitions are sent up from an honest 
heart, he docs not always ask for the things that 
are good for himself, or that will glorify God. When 
this is so, our wise and good Father hears our pray- 
ers, and will answer; sometimes ' immediately, but 
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gives us the things that aro for our best pood and his 
own glory. God gives us blessings, that if the saint 
could look into his plan they would clearly see that 
God knew what was best for us, and that our pray- 
ers were answered. Nothing hurtful was given, but 
the blessing that wo needed, in the place of some- 
thing wo had asked, that would not havo been good 
for us. but to our own hurt. 

I saw if we did not feel immediate answers to our 
prayers, we should hold fast our faith, let no distrust 
come in, for that will separate us from God. If our 
faith wavers we shall receive nothing from him. Our 
confidence in God should be strong and when we 
need it the most, the blessing will drop upon us like 
a showcT of rain. 

When the servants of God havo prayed for his 
Spirit and blessing, it sometimes comes immediately, 
but it is not always then bestowed. At such times 
flint not. Let thy faith hold fast the promise, tin I, 
it will cOme. Let thy trust be fully in OodJ and of- 
ten that blessing will come when you need it tho 
most, and unexpectedly you will receive help from 
God, when you aro speaking the truth to unbelievers, 
and with clearness you can speak the word and with 
power. 

It was represented to mo like children asking a 
blessing of their earthly parents that love them. They 
ask something that the parent knows will hurt them, 
the parent gives them the things that will be good 
and healthy for them, in tho placo of that which tho 
child desired. I saw that every prayer that was sent 
up in faith from an honest heart will be heard of God 
and answered, and the one that sent up the petition 
will hare the blessing when he needs it the most, and 
it will often exceed his expectations. Not a prayer *) 
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of tho true saint is lost if sent up from an honesty 
hear I in faith. 

When at Oswego, N. Y., June, 1855, I was shown 
[that God's people havo been weighed down with 
jeloggs, that there had been Achans in the camp. The 

(work of God has progressed but little, and many of 
Gfod'l servants have been discouraged because tho 
truth in N. Y. has taken no moro eflVct, and that 
thero has been no moro added to the Church. Tho 
Me ssenger party have arisen, and wo shall suffer 
some from their lying tongues, and misrepresentations, 
yet wo should bear it all patiently ; for they will 
not injure God's ca.iso now, they havo left us, as 
much as thoy would have injured it by their influ- 
ence had they remained with us. God's frown has 
been brought upon the Church on account of individ- 
uals with corrupt hearts being in it. . 

They have wanted to be foremost when God, or 
their brethren, did not placo them there. Selfishness 
and exaltation has marked their course. A place has 
opened for all such now, where they can go and find 
pasture with those of their kind. And we should 
praise God thatinmorcy he has rid the Church of 
them. God has given many of them up to their own 
ways, to be filled with their own doing b An excite- 
ment and sympathy now loads them, which will de- 
< ivesome; but every honest one will be enlighten- 
ed as to the true state of this company, and they will 
remain with God's peculiar people, hold fast the truth 
and follow in the bumble track, and not be affected 
by the influence of those who have been given up by 
God to their own ways, to bo filled with their own 
doings. 1 saw that God had given these people op- 
portunity to reform, had enlightened them as to their 
love of self and other sins; but they would not heed 
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it. They would not be refine], and ho mercifully re- 
lieved the Church of tlieni ; and the truth will take 
effect if the servants of God, and the Church] will de- 
vote themselves to God and his cause. 

I saw. that the people of God must put on the 
Armor and arouse. Christ is coming, and the 
groat work of the last message of merry is of too 
much importance for us to leave it, and come down 
to answer to such falsehoods and misrepresentations 
and slander as the Messenger party havo fed upon, 
and have scattered abroad. Troth, present truth, wo 
must dwell upon it. AVe are doing a great work, and 
cannot come down. Satan is in nil this, to divert our 
minds from the present truth, and the coming of 
Christ. Said the angel, 11 Jesus knows it all." In a 
little from this their day is coming. All will be judg- 
ed according to the deeds done in the body. The ly- 
ing tongue will be stopped. The sinners in Zion will 
be afraid, and fearfulness will surprise the hypocrites. 

I saw that we should not put off the coming of the 
Lord. Said the angel. t: Prepare, prepare, for what is 
coming upon the earth. Let your works correspond 
with yoV faith." I saw that the mind must be 
staid upon God, and our influence should tell for God 
and his truth. We cannot honor God when we aro 
careless and indifferent We cannot glorify him 
when we are disponding. AVc must be in earnest 
and secure our soul's salvation, and try to save oth- 
ers, All importance should be attached to this, and 
every thing beside should come in secondary. 

I saw the beauty of heaven. I heard the angels 
sing their rapturous songs, I heard them 6ing praise, 
honor and glory to Jesus. I could then realize some- 
thing of the wondrous love of the Son of God. He 
left all the glory, all the honor that he had in heav- 
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en, and was BO interested for our salvation that he 
patiently and meekly bore every indignity and slight 
that man could heap upon him. lie was wounded, 
smitten and bruised ; he was stretched on Calvary's 
cross, and suffered the most agonizing death, to save 
us from death ; that his blood might wash us. and 
wo bo raised up to live with him in the mansions he 
is preparing for us, enjoy the light and glory of heav- 
en, and hear the angels sing and sing with them. 

I saw that all heaven is interested in our salvation, 
and shall we be indifferent ? Shall we be careless, 
as though it was a small matter whether we aic sav- 
ed or lost? Shall we slight the sacrifice that has 
been made for us ? Some have done this. They 
have trilled with offered mercy, and the frown of God 
is upon them. God's Spirit will not always be griev- 
ed. It will depart, if grieved a little longer. After 
all that lias been done to save them, that a God could 
do, if they show by their lives that they slight Jesus' 
offered mercy, death will be their portion, and it 
will be dearly purchased. It will be a dreadful death. 
For they will have to feel the agony that Christ felt 
upon the cross to purchase for them redemption, 
which they have refused. And they will then real- 
ize what they have lost — Eternal life, and the immor- 
tal inheritance. 

The great sacrifice that has been made to save souls 
shows us its worth. When the precious soul is onco 
lost, it is lost for ever. 

- I have seen an angel standing with scales in his 
hands, weighing the thoughts and interest of the 
people of God, especially the young. In one scale 
were the thoughts and interest tending heaven-ward ; 
in the other scale were the thoughts and interest 
tending to earth. And in this scalo was thrown 
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nil tho reading of story-books, thoughts of dress and 
show, vanity, pride, <> what a solemn mo- 

ment. Tho angels of God standing with scales, 
weighing tho thoughts of the professed children of 
God : those who profess to he dead to the world nnd 
alive to God. The scale Riled frith thoughts of earth 
vanity and pride quickly went down, notwithstand- 
ing weight after weight rolled from tho scale. The 
scate with tho thoughts and attraction to heaven went 
quickly up as the Other went down, and 0 how light 
was the scale. 1 can relate this as I saw it, hut nev- 
er can I give the solemnity and vivid impression 
stamped upon my mind, as 1 saw the angel with the 
scales weighing the thoughts nnd interest of the peo- 
ple of God. Said the angel, " Can such enter heaven ? 
No, no, never. Tell them '•)' > hope they now possess 
is vara, and unless they speedily repent, and r&l sal- 
vation, they must perish." 

A form of godliness will not save them. They 
must have a deep and living experience This alone 
will save them in the time of trouhle. Then their 
work will ho tried of what sort it is, and if it is gold, 
silver and precious stones, they will he hid as in tho 
secret of the Lord's pavilion. Dot if their work is 
hay, wood and Hubble, nothing can shield them from 
tho fierceness of Jehovah's wrath. 

The young, ns well as thoseold r, will have to givo 
a reason of their hope. But the mind designed by 
God for better things; formed to serve him perfect- 
ly, has dwelt upon foolish things, instead of their 
eternal interest. And that mind that is left lo wan? 
dor here and there, is just as capable of understandi- 
ng the truth, the evidence of keeping the Sabbath 
from the Word of God, and the true foundation of 
the Christian's hope, as it is to study . the appear- 
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ance, the manners, dress, ivc. And tuAOwrtmU givef^ 
lip their mind to be diverted with foolish stories, and 
idle tales, their imagination is fed, but tho brilliancy 
of God's word is eclipsed to them. Tho mind is led 
directly from God. The interest in his precious 
Word is gone. Here is a book given us to guide our 
feet through the perils of this dark *orld to heaven. 
U tells lis how we can escape tho wrath of God, and 
also tells of the sufferings of Christ forfus. the great 
sacrifice that has been made for us, that we might be 
i and enjoy the presence of God for ever. And 
if any come short at last that have heard the truth, 
ns they havo in (his land of light, it will be their own 
fault. They will be without excuse. Tho Word of 
God tells us how we may bo perfect Christians, and 
escape the seven last .plagues. Bat they took no in- 
terest to find this out. Other things diverted the 
mind, i lols were cherished by them, nnd God's holy 
Word has been neglected and slighted. Mod has been 
trifled with by professed Christians, ant? when that 
holy Word shall judge them in the last day, they 
will bo found wanting. That Word that they have 
neglected for foolish story-books, tries their lives. It 
is the standard, and their motives, words, works, and 
the manner they use their time, are all compared 
with tho written Word of God, and if they come 
short then, their cases are decided for ever. 

I saw that there was a measuring yourselves among 
yourselves, and comparing your lives with the lives 
of others. This I saw should not be. No one is giv- 
en us as nn example but Christ. Hf}is our true pat- 
tern, and each should strive to excel in imitating 
him. Wo arc co-workers with Christ, or co-workers 
with the Enemy. We either gather with Christ, or 
scatter abroad. We arc decided, wholediearted Chris- 
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tii\us, or none at all. Says Christ, " I would thou wert 
cold or hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, 
and neither cold nor hot, I will spuo thee out of my 
mouth." 

I saw that some hardly know yet what self-denial, 
or sacrifice is, and what it is to Buffer for the truths 1 
sake. But I saw that none will enter heaven with- 
out making a sacrifice. They should cherish a spirit 
of sacrifice, and self-denial. Some have not sacrific- 
ed themselves, their own bodies on the altar of Grid. 
.They indulge in hasty, fitful temper, and gratify their 
appetites, and attend to their own self-interest, re- 
gardless of the cause of God. Those who are willing 
to mako any sacrifice for eternal life, will have it. 
And it will be worth suffering for, worth crucifying 
St If for. and sacrificing every idol for. The far more, 
the exceeding and eternal weight of glory swal- 
lows up every thing, and eclipses every earthly 
pleasure.

TESTIMONY FOR THE CHURCH- 



At the Conference at Battle Creek, May 27th, 
1856*, I was shown in vision some things that concern 
the church generally. The glory and majesty of God 
was made to pass before me. Said the angel, " He 
is terrible in his majesty, yet ye realize it not ; ter-, 
rible in his anger, yet ye offend Mm daily. Strive to 
enter in at the straight gate, for wide is the gate and 
broad is the way that leadeth to destruction, and , 
many there be which go in thereat; because straight 
is the gato and narrow is the way that leadeth unto 
life, and.few there be that find it." These roads I 
Saw were distinct, separate, in opposite directions. 
One leads to eternal life, the other to death, eternal . 
death. I saw the distinction in these roads, also the 
distinction between the \prapanies traveling these 
roads. The roatjs are opposite, one is broad and 
smooth ; the other narrow and rugged. So the par- 
ties that travel thes* roads are opposite in character; 
in life, in dress, and conversation. 

Those traveling in the narrow way are talking of 
the joy and happiness they will have at the end of 
the journey. Their countenances are pften sad, yet 
often beam with holy, sacred joy. They do not dress 
like the company in the broad road, or talk like 
them, or act like them. A Pattern has been given 
them. A Man of sorrow and acquainted with grief 
opened that road for them, and traveled that road 
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himself. His followers see his footsteps and are 
comforted and cheered. He went through safely, so 
can theyyif they follow his footsteps. 

In the broad road all are occupied with their per- 
sons, their dress, and tho pleasures in the way. Hi- 
larity and glee they fully indulge in, and think not 
of their journey's end, of tho certain destruction at 
the end of the path. Every day they approach near- 
er their destruction, yet they madly rush on faster 
and faster. 0, how dreadful this looked to me ! 

I saw many traveling in this broad road who had 
written upon them, u Dead to the world, The end of 
all things is at hand, Be ye also ready." They look- 
ed just like all tho vain ones around them, except a 
shade of sadness which I noticed upon their counte- 
nances. Their conversation was just like the gay, 
thoughtless ones around them ; but they would oc J 
casionally point to the letters on their garments with 
great satisfaction calling for the others to have tho 
same upon theirs. They were in the broad way, yet 
they professed to be of that number who were trav- 
eling the narrow way. Those around them would 
say, "There is ho distinction between us. We are ail 
alike, We dres3, and talk, and act alike." 

Then I was pointed back to the years 1843, and 
1844. There was a spirit of consecration then, that 
there is not now. What has come over the profess- 
ed peculiar people of God ? I saw the conformity to 
the world, the unwillingness to suffer for the truth's 
sake. I saw a great lack of submission to the will 
of God. I was pointed back to the children of Israel 
after they left Egypt. God in mercy called them out 
from the Egyptians, that they might worship him 
without hindrance or restraint, lie wrought for 
them in the way by miracles, he proved them, he 
tried them by bringing them into straight places.

After the wonderful dealings of God, and their de- 
liverance so many times, when tried or proved by 
God, they murmured. Their language was, 11 Would 
to God we had died by tho hand of the Lord in the 
land of Egypt.", They lusted for the leeks and on- 
ions there. II j . ' 

I saw that many who profess to believe the truth 
for these last days, think it strange that the children 
of Israel murmured as they journeyed, and after the 
wonderful dealings of God to them, should be do un- 
grateful, and forget what God had done for them. 
Said the angel, u Ye have done worse than they." I 
saw that God has given his servants tho truth so 
clear, so plain, that it cannot be resisted. Every 
where they go they have certain victory. The ene- 
mies cannot get round tho convincing truth. Light 
has been shed so clean that the servants of Qod can 
stand up anywhere and let truth, clear and connect- 
ed, bear away the victory. This great blessing has 
not been prized, has not been realized. If any trial 
arises, some begin to look back, and think tin* have 
a hard time t Some of the professed servants of God 
do not know what purifying trials are. They mako 
trials sometimes for themselves, imagine trials, and 
are so easily discouraged, so easily hurt, self dignity 
is so quick to feel, tliat they injure themselves, injure 
others, and the cause. Satan magnifies and puts 
things into the mind that if given way to will de- 
stroy the Usefulness and influence of such. 

I saw that some had felt tempted to take them- 
selves from the work, to labor with their hands. I 
saw that if the hand of God should be taken irom 
thern and they left subject to djsease and death, then 
' such would know what trouble is. It is a fearful 
thing to murmur against God. They do not bear in 
mind that the way they are traveling is a rugged, 
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self-denying, aelf'-crbdifyitig way, and they must not 
expect everything to moy,e on as smoothly as though 
they were traveling in the broad road. 

I saw that gome of the servants of God, even mes- 
sengers: are so easily discouraged, self is so. quickly 
hurt, tney imagine themselves sttghted and injured 
when it is not so. They think their lot hard. Such 
realize not how they would feel should the sustain- 
ing hand of Qod be withdrawn, andihey pass through 
anguish of sot*l» Their lot, they then Would see^ 
would be tenfold harder than it was before, while 
they were employed in the labor of Qod, suffering 
trials and privations, yet withal having the approba- 
tion of Qod. Some that are laboring in the cause of 
God know not when they do have an easy time. They 
have had so few privations, have hardly known any* 
thing of want or wearing labor, or burden of soul, 
that when they have an easy tiihe ? their lives almost 
entirely free from anguish of spirit, are favored of 
of God, they know it not; and think their trials 
great! •! saw that unloss such have a spirit of self- 
sacrifice, and are ready to labor cheerfully, not spar- 
ing themselves, Qod will release them. He will not 
acknowledge them as his self-sacrificing servants) 
but will raise up those who will labor, not slothful- 
ly, but in earnest, and will know when thev have an 
easy time. God's servants must feel the burden of 
souls, and #eep between the porch and the altar, and 
cry, " Spare thy people Lord." 

Some of the servants of God have given up their 
lives to spend, and be spent, for the cause of God, 
while their constitutions are gone, and they are al- 
most worn out with mental labor, incessant care, 
toil, and privations, while others have not had, and 
would not take, the burden upon them. Yet just 
such One* thmk they have a hard time, because they 
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never have experienced hardships. They never have 
been baptized into the suffering part, and never will 
be, as long as they manifest so much weakness, and 
so little fortitude, and love their ease so well. From 
what God has shown me, there needs to be a scourg- 
ing among tho messengers, and the slothful, and dil* 
atory, and. self-caring ones scourged out, and have a 
pure, faithful and self-sacrificing company that will 
not study their ease, but minister faithfully in word 
and doctrine, that are willing to suffer and . endure 
a\l things for Chrises sake, and to save those for 
whom he died. Eet these servants feel tho woe upon 
them if they preach not the gospel, and it will bo 
enough ; but all do not feel this. 

I was shown in vision the conformity of profess- 
ed Sabbath -keeper j to the world. O, I Saw it was a 
disgrace to their profession, a disgrace to the cause of 
God. They give the lie to their profession. They 
think they are not like the world, but they are so 
near like them in dress, in conversation, and actions, 
that there is no distinction. I saw them decorating 
their poor mortal bodies, which are liable any mo- 
ment to be touchod by the finger of God, and laid 
upon a bod of anguish. 0, then, as they approach 
their last change, mortal anguish racks their frames, 
and tho great inquiry then is, "Am I prepared to die? 
prepared to appear before God in judgment} and stand 
the grand review 7" Ask them then how they feel 
about decorating their bodies, and if they have any 
sense of what it is to be prepared to appear before 
God. they will tell you that if they could take back 
and live over the past, they would correct their lives, 
shun the follies of the world, its vanity, its pride, 
and would adorn the body with modest apparel, ana 
set an example to others around them. They would 
live to the glory of God. Why is it so hard to lead 
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& Self-denying, humble life? Because professed 
christians are net dead to the world. It is easy liv- 
ing after we are dead. But there fa a hankering af- 
ter the leeks and onions of Egypt. They hare a dis- 
position to dress and act as much like the world as 
possible, and yet go to heaven. Such climb up some 
other way* They dp not enter through the narrow 
war and straight gate.

Solemn words were these, spoken by the angel. I 
asked the angel why so few were interested in their 
eternal interest, so few preparing £or their last change. 
Said the angel, u Earth attracts them, its treasures 
seem of worth to them." They find enough to en- 
gross the mind, and have no time to prepare for heav- 
en. Satan is ever ready to plunge them deeper and 
deeper into difficulty, and as one perplexity and 
trouble is off the mind, he begets within them an un- 
holy desire for more of the things of earth, and thus 
their time is gone, and when it is too late, they see. 
they have nothing substantial. They have grasped 
at shadows, and lost eternal life. 

Such will hatfo no excuse. Many, I saw, dressed 
like the world to have an influence. But here they 
make a sad and fatal mistake. If they would have a 
true and saving influence, let them live out their pro- 
fession, show their fkith by their righteous works,

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and make the distinction great between the Christian 
and the world. I saw that the words, the dress, and 
actions, Bhould tell for God. Then a holy influence 
will" be shed upon all, and all will take knowledge of 
them, that they have been with Jesus, and unbeliev- 
ers will see that the truth we profess has a holy in- 
fluence, and that faith in Christ's coming affects the 
character of the man or woman. If any wish to 
have their influence tell in favor of truth, let thorn 
live it out, and imitate the humble Pattern. 

I saw that God hates pride, and that all the proud, 
and all that do wickcdlj shall be stubble, and the 
day that cometh shall burn them up. I saw that the , 
Third Angel's Message must yet work like leaven 
Upon many hearts that profess to believe it, and purge 
away their pride, selfishness, covetousness and love 
of the world. 

Jesus is coming, and will he find a people conform- 
ed to the world? and will he acknowledge them as 
his people that he has purified unto himself? 0,no. 
None but the pure and holy will he acknowledge as 
his. Those that have been purified and made bright 
through suffering, and have kept themselves separate, 
unspotted from the world he will own as his. 

As I saw the dreadful fact that God's people were 
conformed to the world, with no distinction, only in 
name, between many of the professed disciples of the 
mcok and lowly Jesus, and unbelievers, my soul felt 
deep anguish. I saw that Jesus was wounded and 
put to an open shame. Said the angel as with sor- 
row ho saw the professed people of God ldving the 
world, partaking of the spirit of the world, and fol- 
lowing its fashions, <: Cut loose ! Cut loose ! lest he 
appoint thee thy portion with hypocrites and unbe- 
lievers outside the City/ Thy profession will only 
cause thee greater anguish, and thy punishment will 
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be greater because ye knew his will, but did it not." 

8a Ti that tho9e who P rofc * s to belicre the Third 
Angora Message often wound the cause of God by 
lightness joking, and trifling. This evil I was shown 
was all through our ranks. I saw that there should 
be an humbling before God, and that the Israel of 
JJod Should rend the heart and not the garment. 
Childlike simplicity is rarely seen, the approbation 
or man is more thought of than to fear to displease 
God. Said the angel, "Set thine heart in order, lest 
he Tisit thee in judgment, and the brittle thread of 
life be cut, and ye lie down in the grave unsheltered, 
unprepared for the judgment. Or if ye do not mako 
your bed in the grave, unless ye soon make your 
peace with God, tear yourselves from the world, your 
hearts will grow harder, acd ye will lean upon a 
false prop, a supposed preparation, and find out 
your mistake too late to secure a well grounded hope." 

I saw that some professed Sablmtli-keepers spent 
hours that were worse than thrown away, studying 
this or that fashion, to decorate the poor mortal body. 
While you make yourselves appear like the world, 
and as beautiful as you can, remember that the same 
body may m a few days be food for worms. And 
while you fix it up to "your taste to please the eye • 
you are dying spiritually. God hates your vain, 
wicked pride, and be looks upon vou as a whited sep- 
ulchre ; but within full of corruption and unclean- 
noss. Mothers set the example of pride to their chil- 
dren, and .while so doing, sow seed that will Spring 
up and bear fruit. The harvest will be plenteous and 
sure. That which they sow. i\iby shall reap. There 
will be no failure in the crop. J saw, parents, that 
it h easier for you to learn your children a lesson of 
pride, than a lesson of humility. And that Satan 
and his angels stand right by your side to make the 
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act of yodrs, or the w6rd that you may 6pcak to 
them, effectual, to encourage them to dress, and in 
their pride to mingle with society that is not holy, 
O, parents, you plant a thorn irt your own bosoms 
that you will often feel in anguish. And when you 
would counteract the sad lesson you have learned your 
children, you will find it a hard thing. It is impos- 
sible for you to do it. You may deny them things 
that will gratify their pride, yet that pride lives in 
the heart, yet longing to be satisfied, and nothing can 
kill this pride but to have the quick and powerful 
Spirit of God find way to the heart ; and work like 
leaven there and root it out. 

I saw that young and old neglect their Bibles. 
They do not make that book their study, and the 
rule of life as they should, especially the young. Most 
of them are ready, and find plenty of time, to read 
almost any other book. But the word tnat poinla 
Jo life, eternal life, is not perused and daily studied. 
That precious, important book that is to judge them 
in the last day is scarcely studied at all. Idle stories 
have been attentively read, while the Bible has been 
passed by, neglected. A day is coming, of clouds 
and thick darkness, when all Will wish to be thor- 
oughly furnished by the plain, simple truths of the 
word of God ; that they may meekly, yet decide 
edly, give a reason of their hope. This reason of 
their hope, I Saw, they must hate to strengthen their 
own souls for the fierce conflict. Without this they 
are wanting, and cannot have firmness and decision. 

Parents had much better burn the idle tales of the 
day, and the novels as Ihey come into their houses. 
It would be a mercy to their children. Encourage 
the reading' of these story-books, and it is like en- 
chantment. It bewilders and poisons the mind. I 
saw that unless parents awake to the eternal interest 
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of their children, they will surely bo lost through 
their Neglect. And the possibility of these unfaith- 
ful parents being saved themselves is very Bmall. Pa- 
rents, I saw, should be exemplary. They should ex- 
ert a holy influence in their families. They Bhould 
let their dress be modest, different from the world 
around them. You should rebuke pride in your 
children, if you value their eternal interest. Faith- 
fully rebuke this pride, and encourage it not in deed 
or word. I saw that this pride must be torn out of 
our families. 0, the pride that was Bhown me of 
God's professed people. It has increased every year, 
until it is now impossible to designate professed Ad- 
vent Sabbath-keepers from all the world around them. 
Much, I saw, was expended for ribbons and laces for 
*u*urf, bonnetfi, collars and other needless articles to 
{ ^ ' decorate tfoe body, while Jesus the King of glory, 
p who gave his life to redeem therm wore a crown of 
thorns. • This Was the way their Master's sacred head 
was decorated. He was " a man of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief." "He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions be was bruised for our iniquities ; the chas- 
tisement of our peace was upon him, and with his 
stripes we are healed. " And yet the very ones that 
profess to be washed by the blood of Jesus, spilt for 
them, ran dress up, and decorate their poor, mortal 
• bodies, yet dare to profess to be the followers of the 
holy, self-denying, humble Pattern. 0, I wish that 
all could see this in the light that God sees it, and 
showed it to me. Tt seemed too much, too much for 
L me to bean to feel the anguish of soul that I felt as I 
$ beheld it ""God's people," said the angel, "arc pe- 
% fy culiar, such he Is purifying unto himself." I saw 
that the outside appearance Wad an index to the heart. 
When hung with ribbons collars and needless things, 
X it plainly shows that all this is in the heart, and un- 



)ess that such persons are cleansed from their cor- 
ruption, they can never see God, for the pure in heart 
alone will see him. 

I saw that the axe must be laid at the root of the 
tree. Such pride should not be suffered m the church. 
It is these things that separate God from his people, 
that shuts the Ark away from them. Israel has been 
asleep to the pride, and fashions, and conformity to 
the world, in their very midst. -They advance every 
month in pride, covctousness. and selfishness, and 
love of the world. When the truth affects the heart, 
it will cause a death to tho world, and the ribbons, 
laces and pilars will be laid aside, and if dead, the 
laugh, the jeer, and scorn of unbelievers will not move 
them. They will feel an anxious desire to be sepa- 
rate from the world, like their Master. They will 
not imitate its pride, fashions or customs.. The no- 
ble object will bo ever before them, to glorify God, 
ajid gain the immortal inheritance. This prospect 
. will swallow up all beside of an earthly nature. God 
will, have a separate and distinct people from the 
world. And if any have a desire to imitate the fash- 
ions of the world, that they do not immediately sub- 
due, just so soon God ceases to acknowledge them as 
his children. They are the children of the world, 
and darkness. They hanker after the leeks and on- 
ions of Egypt, want to be as much like the World as 
possible ; and those that profess to have put on Christ, 
by thus doing put him off, and show that they are 
strangers to grace, strangers to the meek and lowly 
.Jesus. If they had acquainted themselves with him, 
they would walk .worthy of him. 

I saw the wives of the messengers. Somo of them 
are no help to their husbands, yet they profess the 
Third Angel's Message. I They think more of study- 
ing their own wishes and pleasure than the will of 
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God, or how they can hold up the hands of their hus- 
bands by their faithful prayers, and careful walk. I 
saw that some of them take such a willful, selfish 
course, that Satan makes thein his Instruments, and 
works through them to destroy the usefulness and 
influence of their husbands. They feel at liberty to 
complain and murmur if thev are brought through 
any straight places, They forget the sufferings of 
the ancient Christians for the truth's sake, and think 
they must have their wishes and their way, and fol- 
low their own 1 will. They forget the sufferings of 
Jesus their Master. They forget the Man of Sor- 
rows, that was acquainted with grief, he who had not 
where to lay his head. They do not care to remem- 
ber that holy brow, pierced with a crown of thorns, 
i hey forget him, who bearing his own cross to Cal- 
vary, fainted beneath its burden, not merely the 
burden of the wooden cross, but the heavy burden of 
the sins of the world were upon him. They forret 
the cruel nails driven through his tender hands, and 
tee ty and his expiring, agonizing cries, " My God, my* 
God, why hast thou forsaken me." And after all 
this suffering endured for them, they feel a strong 
uiiwiilmgnes8 to suffer for Christ's sake. 

These individuals, I saw, were deceiving themselves. 
1 hey have no part nor lot in the matter. They have 
l?qt hold of the truth; but the truth has not jfet hold 
of them. When the truth, the solemn, important 
truth, get* hold of them, self will die, and the lan- 
guage will not be, " I shall go here, and shall not 
stay there;" but the earnest inquiry will be, il Where 
does God want me to be 7 Where can I best glorify 
nun. and where can our united labors do the most 
g m V„ T . hei L wiH * hoM be 8*»»owed up in the 
will of God. The lack of consecration, and the will* 
ilnens that some of the messengers' wives possess, 



will stand in the way of sinners j and the blood of 
souls will be upon their garments. Some of the mes- 
sengers have borne a strong testimony in regard to 
the duty, and the wrongs of the church. It has not 
had its designed effect j for their own companions 
needed all the straight testimony that had been borne. 
And the reproof came back: upon themselves with 
great weight. They let their companions affect them, 
and drag them down, and prejudice their minds, and 
their usefulness and influence is lost, and they feel 
desponding and disheartened, and realize not the true 
source of the injury. It is close at home. 

I saw that those sisters are closely connected with 
the work of God if he has called their husbands to 
preach the present truth. There servants if, truly 
called of God, will feel the importance of the truth. 
They are standing between the living and the dead, 
and must watch for souls as they that must give an 
accouut. Solemn is their calling. And their corn- 
pinions can be a great blessing to them, or a great 
curse. They can cheer them when desponding, com- 
fort them when cast down, and encourage them to 
look up and trust. fully in God When their faith fails. 
Yet they can take an opposite course, look upon the 
dark side, and think they have a hard time, have no 
faith in God, and talk their trials and unbelief to ,. 
their companions, have a complaining, murmuring arf 
spirit, and be a dead weight, and even a curse to 
them. 

I saw the wives of the messengers should "help 
their husbands In their labors, and be exact and care- 
ful what influence they exert ; for they are watched, 
and more is expected of them than others. Their 
dress should be an example. Their lives and conver- 
sation should be an example, and savor of life, rather 
than death. I saw that they should take an humble , 
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mock, yet exalted stand, and not hare their talk up-! 
on thing* that do not .tend to direct their minds heav- 
enward^ The great inquiry should be, * How can I 
save niy own soul, and be the means of saving oth- 
ers?" I saw that there was no half-hearted work 
in this matter, accepted of Qod. He wants the whole 
heart and interest, or he will have none. . Their in- 
fluence tells, decidedly^ unmistakably, in favor of the 
truth, or against it. They gather with Jesus, or 
scatter abroad. An unsanctified wife, is the greatest 
curse a messenger can have. Thoso servants of God 
that have been, and are still so unhappily situated as 
to have this withering influence at home, should 
double their prayers, their watchfulness, and take a 
decided, firm stand, and let not this darkness press 
them down. They should cleave closer to God, bo 
firm and decided, rule well their own house, and live 
so that they can have the approbation of God, and 
the watch-care of the angels. Hut if they yield 
to the wishes of their unconsccratcd companions, the 
frOwn of God is brought upon the dwelling. The 
Ark of God. cannot abide in the house, becrtuse they 
countenance and uphold them in their wrongs. Our 
God is a jealous God. It is fearful to trifle with 
him. Anciently, Achan coveted a golden wedge, and 
a liaby Ionian garment, and secreted them, and all Is- 
rael suffered. They were driven before their ene- 
mies, i And when Joshua inquired the cause, the 
Lord said, "IJp, sanctify the people, and say, Sancti- 
fy yourselves against the morrow : for thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, There is an accursed thing in. the 
midst of thee, 0 Israel : thou canst not stand before 
thine enemies, until ye take away tho accursed thing 
from among you." Achan had sinned, and God de- 
stroyed him, and all his household, with all they pos- 
sessed, and wiped tho curso from Israel. 
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I saw that tho Israel of God must arise, renew 
their strength Li God bf renewing, and keeping their 
covenant with Him. . uovetousness, selfishness, and 
love of money, and love of the world, are all through 
the ranks of Sabbath-keepers. These evils are dry- 
ing up tho sacrifice of God's people. Those that have 
this covetousness in their hearts are not aware of it. 
ft has gained upon them imperceptibly. .And unless 
it is rooted out, their destruction will bo as sure, as 
Aphan 's was. Many havo taken tho sacrifice from 
God's altar, and they love tho world, lovo its gain 
and increase, and unless there is an entire change 
they will perish with the world.. God has lent them 
means. It is not their own; but God has made 
them his stewards. And because of this, they call 
it their own, and hoard it up. But, 0, how quick, 
when the prospering hand of God is removed from 
them, is it all snatched away ii^A moment. There 
must be a sacrificing for God, ^nenying self for the 
truth's sake. O, How weak and frail is man. How 
puny his arm. I saw that soon tho loftiness of man 
is to be brought down, and the prido of man humbled. 
Kings and noble*, rich and poor, alike shall bow, and 
the withering plagues from God shall fall upon them.
